April I Brother, we’ve just gone 
thru the warmest March in history. 
Flowers are out, shrubs are in leaf, 
trees are leafing out. Seedlings come 
on apace in hotbed. First vegetables 
are in ground. 


April 3 Ground still wet. But I’ve 
gone and ordered me a collection of 
new hemerocallis—daylilies to you, 
if you aren’t high-brow—and I need 
to get space ready for them. I found 
that the part of a bed just beyond 
where I have my older collection of 
daylilies was dry enough. So I got 
out the jolly old spade and turned 
that bed upside down. 


April 4 Our men’s rose club met 
tonight. Chief business was to argue 
long and loud over classes and other 
details for the rose show we expect 
to have in June. 


April &@ Home late last night, and 
out this morning, found that the 
heavy frost of the other night has 
well-nigh ruined things. Roses all out 
in leaf are wilted and turning black. 
Most of new growth is gone and I'll 
have to wait for new breaks low- 
er down. Some of daylilies have 
bleached tops. Rhubarb damaged. 
Asparagus wilted over. But I guess 
we'll survive. ;

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now on hand from the nursery. First, 
I marked off the bed both ways with 
the wheel hoe. If ground is wet, I 
work on a long board, but today I 
deemed it dry enough to go ahead 
without. I plant where the lines 
intersect. 

I made the rows 4 feet apart and 
set the plants 21 inches apart in the

rows. Thus, since strawberry plants 
come in bundles of 25, I could put 
24 plants in a row and have 1 left 
over to set at the end of the row for 
replacement. 


Apriti3 Friday, too—but that 
didn’t stop me. Out I went and did 
my fall flower-garden-seed sowing. 
Brother, that is exactly right. 

I did sow, in duly prepared bed, 
the seeds of hardy annual flowers 
that I bought last fall with the firm 
intention to sow late in November, so 
they could come up early this spring. 
But never did it. Intended to sow 
them this March but didn’t. So put 
em in today, while Maggie decked 
out in fancy edition of sunbonnet, 
made the record in the garden note- 
book. 

This began with a row of the new 
Culbertson sweetpeas that bloom 
earlier than other sweetpeas and 
grow well in high temperatures of 
early summer. Then I put in corn- 
flowers, larkspur, nigella, calendu- 
las, Shirley poppies. I also put in 
some of my snapdragons and pe- 
tunias but will sow others of these 
in a frame for transplanting. 

No, I didn’t do any fancy job of 
planting those sweetpeas, as prac- 
ticed by the more elite garden fans. 
I just made a trench and put ’em in 
just like I do the edible garden peas. 
I covered them about half an inch 
deep. What rank heresy, this! 


April 14 By the way, we have a 
new boarder. The brown thrasher is 
back. Its marvelous notes have been 
pouring over our landscape.

As OLD friend said to me the other day: “Among my 
more disagreeable memories is one of an event which took 
place when I was 7 years old—that of being forced to return 
to the store a leaden, spread-eagle pin I had purchased with 
a penny secretly taken from my mother’s dressing table. 
Stealing has ever since been difficult for me. Perhaps that was 
the effect my parents sought!” 

Would you do differently? Would you laugh such a matter 
off as insignificant? Treat it as too much trouble to correct? 
Pretend that the new bauble was unnoticed? 

A careless word or thoughtless attitude expressed in the hear- 
ing of a child may affect his entire life. Literally, there is no 
escape for good parents from a life of consistent good example. 


BuT NOT ALL of us are good parents—more’s the pity. Even 
if we were, children learn much that they know of right and 
wrong from sources outside the home. They learn from com- 
panions, from the church, and from the school. To strengthen 
the nation, we must strengthen the influence of these auxili- 
aries of the home. 

The influence of companions may be good or bad, depend- 
ing largely on chance. The teaching of the church is good, 
but in these days it fails to reach too many children. The only 
influence outside the home that can be brought to bear on 
every child, white or black, is that of the school. We must be 
sure that it is good. 


ScHoots should do more than teach the three R’s and a 
smattering of culture. Their primary duty is preparation for 
citizenship, and to that end their teaching should include 
instruction in honesty, truthfulness, fortitude, reliability, 
common decency, and respect for the dignity and rights of 
other people: all of those values which have been found out 
experimentally to be the minimum essentials of common 
welfare, and about which good men of all faiths agree. Make 
no mistake: Such things are not natural; they must be learned. 

The teachers may tell to little folks the true story of Abra- 
ham Lincoln, walking miles to return to a customer of his 
country store a few cents of accidental overcharge. They may 
discuss with the big boys and girls the attitude of Socrates, 
who would not violate his conception of duty to the law, even 
to save his own life. Their best teaching, however, can be done 
only by example and by their leading and putting into action 
the socially useful impulses of their charges. 


I ONCE HANDED in as an original composition in school a 
piece that I realized with a shock, in later years, was an un- 
conscious transcription of a forgotten chapter of Ivanhoe. 
The teacher accepted my statement that I had never read 
anything similar because she expected me to tell the truth. She 
taught honor by being honorable herself, and by expecting 
honor in her pupils. So, if ethical teaching is to succeed, 
teachers must accept the lot of good parents: They must give 
example, and they must expect honor in their pupils, and 
must develop it by its active employment in every activity of 
the schoolroom. This is a heavy task—as heavy as the task of 
the good parent. It is a task that has been undertaken recently 
in some school systems—not without qualms, but with a 
compelling feeling of urgency and necessity, 
for the sake of the nation. Let us hope it spreads 4

Bin victory-vacation year—you’ve earned it, now enjoy it.”” With 
this their carefree slogan, millions of Americans are planning to travel 
this summer, and hotels, resorts, and transportation companies are 
frantically preparing for a rush of business that may double that of any 
prewar year. 

It is probable that the pressure of military needs may ease by June, 
freeing facilities long tied up for civilian use. It is also probable that 
some of the many postwar plans for greater facilities and new services 
may by then be in effect. But travel officials warn that there will still 
be certain limitations on where you can go and how. More desirable 
now than ever, consequently, is consultation with your rail, bus, air- 
line, or steamship representative, or with a reliable travel agent, who 
can give you accurate information, help you make reservations, and 
come to the rescue if you must, at the last minute, readjust your ar- 
rangements to take advantage of available accommodations. 


Where ean you go? The big rush, of course, will be to “See Ameri- 
ca First.”’ Part of it will be inspired by a new pride in our native land. 
Part of it will be necessity. 

Altho most of Europe is open without military permit, passport ap- 
plications for civilian travel are being discouraged except for ““urgent 
and compelling business or personal reasons.”’ The Far Pacific also is 
cut off. You can’t get passports or military permits unless your visit 
is deemed to be in the national interests of the United States or the 
country you wish to,visit. To get to Egypt, India, or South Africa, 
you will need priority on an army plane. And transportation back 
again, across either the Pacific or Atlantic, will be extremely difficult 
to obtain because of troop movements. You might find yourself 
stranded for a considerable time. 

Travel outside of the United States this summer will consequently 
be confined to nearby countries, especially those with no passport 
requirements—The Bahamas, Bermuda, Canada, Cuba, and New- 
foundland—or Guatemala and Mexico, which require only a tourist 
card, obtainable thru the consul of the country you will visit. To the 
many railroad and airline tours to Mexico and Central America 
which were so popular during the war, new ones will be added, some 
of them, like those being planned by American Express, custom tai- 
lored to individual needs. 

Alaska will again be available by air, and Alaskan steamship cruises 
will, in all probability, again be under way by summer. That long- 
dreamed-of motor trip to Alaska via the Alcan Highway is still adream 
—the Highway has for the time being been taken over by agreement 
by the Canadian Armed Forces. 

This country, meanwhile, is preparing for the [ Turn to page 130

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~ How to Get Your Household Help Back 


By Louisa M. Comstock 


One of the most persistent, aggravating postwar 
- shortages is that in household help. It’s two 
problems in one: yours and your helper’s. And 
there’s ample evidence that in order to solve 


yours, you must first help her to solve hers 


Mas. JONES can once more boast a 
perfect gem of a girl, who comes in regularly 
to wash and clean, helps out when Mrs. 
Jones entertains, is available to stand guard 
over the second generation when the first 
takes an evening out. But Mrs. Smith, mean- 
while, and Mrs. Brown and Mrs. Bates and 
a dozen others, are still frantically calling 
agencies, advertising in the paper, and ask- 
ing Mrs. Jones, doesn’t her Mary have a 
sister, or even a cousin? The end of the war, 
contrary to expectation, has by no means 
ended one of wartime’s most inconvenient 
shortages! 

It was a blow to our domestic economy 
when so many of our household helpers 
whisked joyously off to the greener fields 
the war created for them. It should be even 
more of a blow to our pride to discover how 
few of them, now that the war and their 
wartime’ jobs are over, have the slightest 
desire to come back. Typical, according to 
one vocational advisory bureau, is the girl 
who is in preference working in a shoe fac- 
tory, not only at wages considerably less 
than she made in a bomber factory, but 
even less than she could now demand in 
your home! Another is running a big-city- 
store elevator, preferring that and a dingy 
cubicle in a girl’s club to the run of your 
house with her own room and bath. Many 
more, meantime, have been eking out on 
unemployment benefits, hoping against 
hope that another job comparable to their 
wartime job would open up. Or any job, 
for that matter, just so long as it wasn’t in 
your kitchen or basement! 


THERE’S little consolation in recalling that 
the laundress, cleaning lady, maid, or sitter 
you had before the war did not always come 
up to expectation. Dwell, if you will, on 
Mary’s untidy hair-do, her heavy way with 
Piecrust, your suspicion that she pinched the 
baby. The inevitable conclusion, viewing

objectively the past five maid-less years plus 
the only slightly less maid-less present, is 
that Mary, on her side, was meanwhile 
drawing up similarly unhappy conclusions; 
and that these not only concerned you as a 
person, but included a society which offered 
her no happier fate than to earn her living 
by doing housework in someone else’s house. 

It has been Mary’s disadvantage thru the 
years that she lacked either the eloquence 
or the audience to state those conclusions. 
Whereas other workers found in union both 
spokesmen and listeners, Mary, working in 
comparative isolation, could complain only 
as an individual to another individual, and 
seldom accomplished more than mutual 
misunderstanding and rancor. It is signifi- 
cant that of the several trade-unions formed 
on Mary’s behalf, none as yet has had more 
than local influence, and to date only one, 
the C.I.O. organization in Washington, D. 
C., has long survived. 


Suc championship as Mary has had out- 
side her own group has been similarly handi- 
capped. Do you, for example, know whether 
or not your state has laws regulating Mary’s 
wages and the hours she works? Probably 
not. Actually, of some nine states with mini- 


’ mum-wage laws, only Wisconsin includes in 


them a rate covering Mary. Meanwhile 
Mary participates but meagerly in the 
Workmen’s Compensation Act which covers 
other workers. According to the latest fig- 
ures available, only in the state of California 
is it compulsory for the employer to comply 
with the Act, and then only if Mary works 
more than 52 hours a week. In 19 other 
states Mary is automatically excluded from 
the Act unless her employer voluntarily 
accepts its conditions. In 10 states she is not 
eligible even for voluntary coverage unless 
she is a part of a household numbering more 
than 3, in some cases more than 10 workers! 
Latest and most constructive attempt to 





benefit Mary by national legislation is the 
amendment to the Wagner-Murray-Dingell 
bill which extends Social Security to cover 
various types of workers who, like Mary, are 
now exempted, with old age and unemploy- 
ment insurance. That bill is pending. 


War consequently did much more for 
Mary than give her a brief fling at high 
wages. Not immediately. Many of the or- 
ganizations which had been working for 
Mary before the war died under its first 
impact, or turned their efforts to war work. 
The Young Women’s Christian Association, 
it is true, continued thruout the war a num- 
ber of its prewar projects on Mary’s behalf. 
The Women’s Bureau of the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Labor continued to act asa clearing- 
house on trends in household employment. 
But the increasing shortage of household 
workers, meanwhile, was forcing the prob- 
lem out into the open. It was, what’s more, 
enlisting at last the interest of the very 
people most concerned. United in a com- 
mon need to have their floors scrubbed, 
meals prepared, dishes washed, and babies 
tended, Mary’s employers themselves began 
to see that their personal difficulties were 
only one angle of a larger problem, in which 
they shared responsibility as well as dis- 
satisfaction. The last two years of war con- 
sequently saw the formation of many groups, 
social, civic, church, and other, ready and 
willing at last to meet Mary halfway. 

And Mary, at last, also was ready. Her 
wartime excursion into the ways of industry 
had armed her well with comparisons by 
which she could set forth her cause in con- 
crete and understandable terms. Why, for 
example, does the woman who did your 
laundry cling to the hope that she is done 
with laundering forever? For four years now 
she has been, not a laundress, but a woman 
of consequence, doing work highly publi- 
cized as vital and honorable. [ Turn to page 134

Cait can revive any room. With that idea in mind and the 
new colors in hand, we decorated this one bathroom four ways, each 
time starting with a single color note. In one case it was the shade 
of a towel, in another the tint of a shower curtain that inspired us. 
You might key your color scheme to the wall, the floor, the blue of 
your baby’s eyes, or just your fondness for a certain hue. But what- 
ever your basis for color selection, be as bold about it as we’ve been. 
Choose definite contrasts that make your bathroom sparkle. Here’s 
how we made some of the new bathroom colors work! 


I. We took green, just because we're par- 
ticularly fond of this shade just out for bath- 
rooms. We found it in towels and a new plastic 
shower curtain; repeated it in the cornice 
framing the window. For contrast, we covered 
both ceiling and walls with gay rosebud wall- 


paper, selecting red cosmetic jars, tale and_ 


perfume bottles to tie in with the rosebuds. 
The black of the linoleum furnished just the 
right heavy balance for light walls and ceiling. 
If you want complete decorative success, use 
only a few colors, and keep contrasts definite. 


3. We took blue, and used practical black 
wall linoleum for the wainscoting to set off the 
color dramatically.

For a color accent, we chose yellow towels 
and rug. Our curtains, both shower and win- 
dow, are made of new plastic-coated taffeta, 
which combines that fabric’s loveliness with 
the practicalities of a plastic.

2. We took pink, because this year’s pink 
is a lovely, rich shade. Bold green and white 
striped wallpaper was used as a contrast for 
pink shower and window curtains, with the 
green repeated in the linoleum floor covering— 
and one set of towels.

Scan all summer—real splashes where they count 
the most!

For bloom to follow the tulips, daffodils, and iris, set 
clumps of phlox, chrysanthemums, and gladiolus’ bulbs 
among them. Have daylilies ready to take up where the 
peonies, roses, and delphiniums leave off. No plant is 
covered with bloom all the time. But if you set plants of 
petunias and sow seed in the same bed, the seedlings will 
be ready to break into color by the time the older plants 
need their seedpods sheared. The same is true for zinnias. 

If your important spot lies in shade, tuberous begonias 
will supply the biggest, showiest blooms, and the colored 
leaves of fancyleaf caladiums will be as gay as flowers. 

Then never forget—good soil, plenty of plant food and 
water, and the prompt removal of seedpods are all neces- 
sary if you’d keep yoursummer flowersat peak performance.

, ae and the right choice of dusts and 
sprays are all-important when you’re fighting 
garden pests. All should be preventive—to save 
the rose and melon foliage, wipe out carriers of 
disease, or protect young plants from stunting. 

Use only nonpoisonous materials on food 
crops except when the plants are very small and, 
as in the case of cabbage and beans, a month or 
more from being ready to eat. 

Direct all dusts and sprays at the undersides 
of the foliage, where most of the pests hide, at 
_least by day. The aphids and leaf hoppers, pests 
with sucking mouth-parts, are probably more 
easily killed with a spray and must actually be 
hit. Pests that chew can be poisoned or paralyzed 
with a coating left by either spray or dust. 

Application, amounts, and mixing of mate- 
rials should always be done according to the 
directions on the containers of the insecticides.

Also potatoes, tomatoes, and even 
carrots. Dust or spray with rotenone, pyreth- 
rum, or cryolite. 


2. The army worm gets its name from the 
way thousands invade gardens and fields to 
ravage strawberries, cucumbers, corn, sweet 
potatoes, and celery. A pest from Maine 
west to Lowa and south to Texas, there are 
two broods per year in the north, four far- 
ther south. Invasions can be stopped by 
poison-bait barriers. 


3. One of the best-known pests, the Colo- 
rado potato beetle each year does damage 
to crops in this country estimated at well 
over 16 million dollars. The brick-red young 
feed in groups and strip foliage from potatoes, 
tomatoes, cabbage, eggplants, and peppers. 
They can be controlled with arsenicals and 
by hand-picking of early ones. 


4. Meet the squash bug, also known as 
Stinky. He sends the prices of melons sky- 
ward by reducing the crops thru paralyzing 
attacks on the vines. Use sabadilla dust. 
Young squash bugs can be killed if hit by fish- 
oil soap or nicotine sulfate sprays. Old bugs 
skulk by day, can be trapped under boards. 


s. Larger than the “‘no-see-ums” but small 
enough to creep thru window screens and 
make reading in bed uncomfort- 
able on warm nights, the leaf 
hoppers are a large family. They 
cripple dahlias, potatoes, beets, 
grapes, and roses by sucking sap. 
When numbers invade, spray with 
nicotine sulfate or Bordeaux. 


























6. The common ant doesn’t injure 
peony buds over which it runs but 
may carry infection from diseased 
to healthy plants. Ants also trans- 
port aphids which do suck~plant 
juices, disfigure gardens and lawns 
by piling out soil when enlarging 
tunnels. Use gas or special baits to 
poison ants and the young ones 
inside nests. 


7. Aphids of one color or another 
attack the tender new growth of 
practically all ornamentals and 
vegetables. Like these black aphids 
clustered beneath a nasturtium 
leaf, all can be killed if dusted or 
sprayed with nicotine, or a rote- 
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none-pyrethrum compound. It’s well to re- 
peat three days later to make a clean kill. 


a. Repulsive-looking and sometimes three 
inches long, the tomato hornworm is not 
poisonous to touch, as many think, and the 
horn is not on its head but occupies a tail- 
light position. [If not removed, one of these 
worms can skeletonize a tomato or pepper 
plant, or riddle a grapevine in a few hours. 
Hand-picking is surest. 


®. Scourge of all bean plants thru July and 
August is the copper-colored Mexican bean 
beetle. Hemispherical in shape and about 
twice the size of the beneficent ladybugs, 
these beetles and their voracious, spiny 
young feed on the undersides until they 
skeletonize the leaves. Dust underneath fo- 
liage with sulfur-rotenone or pyrethrum. 


10. The striped cucumber beetle is a general 
pest in the eastern two-thirds of the country 
and attacks seedlings of cucumbers, all 
melons, and squashes alike. The best pro- 
tection is to keep young vines coated with a 
nicotine-sulfur or an arsenical dust. These 
pests also carry and spread bacterial wilt. 





ui. The 12-spotted cucumber beetle has six 
black spots on each yellowish-green wing 
case. Besides cucumbers and melons, ic 
feeds on beans, sweetpeas, cosmos, morning- 
glory flowers, coreopsis, zinnias, and other 
garden plants.

New Borders for Old

Remodeling a mixed border can be done 


all at once, or piecemeal as you’ve the 


time. For the biggest benefits. make 


motes ...and remodel on paper first 


| a tossup as to whether remodeling 
an old flower border takes more brain 
cudgeling than laying out a new one. 
With an old, bursting-at-the-seams bor- 
der you have plenty of material—but you 
must take care of it while the work goes on. 
With a brand new one, the planting is 
more likely to look skimpy when you first 
stand back to admire. But all the while 
you measure and plan, and change your 
mind as to where the blue-red peonies and 
the yellow-red poppies are to go (never 
side by side!), there are no lily bulbs dry- 
ing and no foxgloves crying for shade. 
But any garden-maker worthy of the 
name goes at making a new border or re- 
modeling an overstuffed one with his 
pulse racing with anticipation. Here’s the 
chance to get things right, the plants where 
they'll grow and look the best. We'll have 
that eyeful of color where we want it. 
Those smash effects don’t just happen 
Check over these reminders before you 
start on your paper work—lists of what 
you have and what you want, and a 
roughed-out map of the space to be worked 
on. Junior’s crayons come in handy when 
a planting map is to be made, so don’t be 
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above borrowing them for an hour .. . the 
new border has to be good! 

When drawing your planting map, lo- 
cate the woody shrubs, peonies, dictamnus, 
and roses first, and. between them those 
divided more frequently—the Shasta dai- 
sies, iris, hardy asters, and phlox, which 
are shifted as permanent plants spread. 

Altho several fall into a different height 
classification when out of bloom, holly- 
hocks, monkshood, yuccas, foxgloves, and 
Clematis recta belong with the tall plants at 
the rear of the border. 


SHELTER from the summer sun is rel- 
ished by almost all ferns except the brakes, 
also by mertensias, plantainlilies, lung- 
worts, and primroses. Most lilies thrive with 
shade about their feet as do clematis of all 
kinds. Tuberous begonias must have shade. 

Lilacs—if they’re to bloom—everlasting 
peas, yuccas, anthemis, gaillardias, the 
whole dianthus family, the cactus clan, 
artemisias, asclepias, and gypsophilas de- 
mand full sun. 

A minimum of sun half the day is needed 
by azaleas, roses, daylilies, phlox, hardy

You’ll find familiar models redesigned for 
easier handling and better looks; with me- 
chanical refinements to give you smoother, 
faster, more efficient performance. You'll 
find newcomers, too, with special assets all 
their own. Here are the features which dis- 
tinguish 1946 home ironing equipment. 
They’re the basis upon which you can de- 
cide which iron and which ironer are right 


for use in your home. 


Electric Hand Irons 


It’s the heat, working in combination 
with moisture, and the contact between the 
smooth sole plate and the padded ironing 
board that produce the results when you use 
a hand iron. Modern engineering has 


achieved a mechanical perfection that as- 
sures you all the heat you need, plus accu- 
rate temperature controls. You can feel free, 
consequently, to choose your iron by the way 
it feels in your hand, the ease with which you 
can lift it, and the convenience features 
which especially appeal to you. 


Weight. The weight of many 

f irons has been reduced consider- 

~Z ably since the war, so that you 

can now have a standard iron 

weighing as little as three pounds! Others 

range from three and one-half to six pounds. 

Choose the weight which makes you the 
most efficient ironer. 


Heat. In general, the higher the wattage of 
the iron, the faster it heats, and the greater 
the reservoir of reserve heat on tap. In the 
modern automatic iron, however, heating 
efficiency is also influenced by other factors. 
More sensitive thermostats hasten heating 
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by putting thru their order for more heat 
the instant it is needed. One iron provides 
two thermostats, co-ordinated to act to- 
gether to speed heating and maintain even 
heat. One newcomer replaces the conven- 
tional thermostat by an exclusive mecha- 
nism which responds instantly and accurate- 
ly to the contraction and expansion of a 
specially sensitive metal used in the sole plate. 


Centreis. Al] modern auto- 
matic irons permit you to ad- 
just the heat exactly to the 
fabric, leaving it to the therm- 
ostat to raise the heat to that 
exact point and no higher, 
and to keep it there. Dials are 
now gauged to give you even 
more complete heat control, some for both 
fabrics and temperatures, or with a separate 
stop for rayons requiring more and rayons 
requiring less heat. Some add a means also 
of setting the heat according to the speed 
with which you iron, so that heat is supplied 
slower or faster, according to that rate at 
which you use it up. Several permit you to 
determine exactly when the iron is ready for 
you to start ironing, either by a thermometer 
showing iron temperature, or a signal light 
which indicates “all set.’’ Controls are lo- 
cated either at the top of the iron itself, 
where they offer finger-tip adjustment, or on 
the handle, where they are within thumb 
reach for adjustment during ironing without 
lifting the hand from the handle.

Handles are fitted to the hand, 
~ {shaped and located to give per- 
aa fect balance. One iron provides 

<2 the handle with a thumb rest, 
to ease your grip. Many irons 
BN provide specific means of keep- 
> ing the handle cool. Air ports 
between the body of the iron 
and the cap to which the handle is attached, 
or ventilating fins at the side of the iron, 
are visible air-cooling systems. Or the handle 
itself may be molded to provide inner air 
spaces separating the part of the handle you 
grip from the hot body of the iron. 


Insulation. Most irons are top insulated, 
not only to prevent the heat from rising to 
your hand, but to force every bit of it down- 
ward, and to work. 


Rests. Most modern automatic 

irons themselves dictate their own 

resting positions. Many tilt up 

u and back, on two rests formed by 

" extensions of the body cap and 

‘the handle. Others rest on one 

side and low on the board, on a 

side-rest bar. One tilts itself on 

- BE its own built-in stand which goes 

— into action at the touch of a but- 

* ton and eliminates even the slight 

effort required to place the iron in its resting 
and cooling position. 


Cerds. A few cords are detachable, allow- 
ing you to plug in and out either at the iron 
or the outlet. All such should fence in the 
point of contact completely, by a protecting 
shield. Many cords, however, are perma- 
nently attached to the iron to reduce wear 
and tear on both plug and cord. Perma- 
nently attached cords also are protected at 
the point where they enter the iron, either 
by a short length of composition housing or 
a wire coil which prevents a sharp bend 
at this section of the cord—likely, if often 
repeated, to cause damage and breakage 
—and discourages contact with the hot 
iron. To lessen entanglements, 

4 many cords attach to the iron 

at one side of the handle. 
: Make sure it is the side most 
\ convenient for you. Some 
models offer the cord at either 

Ay . side, for right- or left-handed 
\ people. A few offer swivel- 
action cord attachments, per- 
—~O mitting use from either side. 
One iron dispenses with an 
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ir n-attached cord altogether. Instead, the 
cord is attached to a heating base equipped 
w th a heat regulator. When you rest the 
iron on the base, a contact switch measures 
the heat it needs and quickly supplies it. 


Materials. Wooden handles are cool and 
kind to the hand. Plastic handles, on the 
other hand, permit cool, lightweight, hol- 
low construction. The iron proper may be of 
one metal—all aluminum, or all steel-alloy, 
chromium plated—or it may combine one 
metal in the sole plate with another in the 
body of the iron. Some are smartly decked 
out in a combination of black, white, and 
chrome. Your primary concern is for the 
sole plate, and for the keeping qualities of 
its flawless, mirror-like surface. One new- 
comer is of glass thruout. This is a low- 
wattage iron designed especially for lingeric 
and very fine fabrics. 


Eleetric Steam Irons

cloth. The trick is merely 

a small reservoir which 

you fill with water as needed. The iron con- 

verts the water to steam, forces it out thru 

openings on the sole plate so that the clothes 
are dampened as you iron. 

The modern steam iron is lightweight, 
only four and one-half pounds being typical, 
five and one-half pounds when filled with 
two cups of water. A slight mechanical ad- 
justment makes it instantly convertible from 
steam iron to conventional iron. Controls 
permit you to adjust heat as on the regular 
iron. Steam vents may be concentrated 
near the toe, where they are efficient wheth- 
er you’re ironing with the whole sole or with 
the toe only, or they may be distributed 
over the sole for even, all-over moisture. 
Discuss with your dealer how to counteract 
any hard-water difficulties that 
characteristic of your locality.

Folding Irons 


Back again soon, and very 
welcome, is the slick, light- 
weight, folding iron you can 
tuck into a full suitcase when 
you travel, and use as handy supplementary 
equipment at home. Many are dial-con- 
trolled like their big brothers, to take care 
of the synthetics you’ll be traveling in, and 
to facilitate their use for delicate, froufrou 
jobs at home. 





IRONERS 


‘ironing machine” goes completely 
democratic in 1946, with improvements 
that simplify operation and increase efh- 
ciency, and models that fit into every scheme 
for laundering. Essentially, the ironer oper- 
ates on the very same principle as the hand 
iron, with a smooth, heated, metal plate con- 
tacting a padded surface. The difference is 
that the ironer itself does that part of the 
job requiring the most energy, while you sit 
by, -ontrolling and guiding only.

~ Hts “iron” by one of two 
a a methods. Most common 
we is the rotary type, in 
which the “ironing 


board” is a padded roll 
revolving against a shaped 
metal “iron” or “‘shoe.” 
Or you may prefer the 
flat-plate type, in which 
the board is a flat, padded surface, the iron 
a metal cover which lowers onto it to supply 
heat and pressure. Both are plug-in, requir- 
ing only that you connect them direct to a 
utility outlet, never to a lamp cord or ex- 
tension. By checking the current rating spe- 
cified on your ironer name plate against that 
called for by the fuse controlling the outlet 
in question, you can make sure you have 
adequate current. Some models can be had 
equipped for use with gas. 





Rotary Ironers 


Size. If you can give it perma- 
nent standing room, a full-size 
ironer may be your best choice. 
The 26-inch or longer roll typi- 
, cal of the standard ironer eases 
the ironing of large flatwork 
like sheets; its generous “‘hold- 
ing”’ areas, side and lap boards 
and the like, facilitate their 
handling. Full-size ironers close 
up to make handsome consoles, 
fit company in your gleaming, modern 
laundry room. One duplicates both the size 
and design of a matching washer and dryer. 
Economy models may substitute fabric or 
composition covers for the metal cover. 

If it’s more convenient to keep your ironer 
behind scenes when not in use, you'll find 
the smaller, portable models big miracles in 
performance, and an economy as well. 
Many of them come with or without their 
own stand. One stand folds up like a folding 
baby buggy for snug storage. 
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Slick ironing action. A]| rotary 
ironers provide the smoothing 
action of the roll revolving 
against the heated shoe, plus 
the pressing action obtained 
by closing the shoe against 
the stationary roll. Some in 
addition provide a_ special 
finishing action, with the roll turning for- 
ward and backward to simulate what you 
do when you hand iron cuffs. In most 
rotary ironers the roll turns away from you, 
carrying the clothes up into the shoe, and 
you arrange the clothes on the roll. In one 
the roll turns downward into the shoe, so 
that you arrange the clothes on a feeding 
board at the edge of the shoe itself. One 
model features instant stopping and start- 
ing of the roll, with more accurate results. 





Speed. One-speed ironers revolve at the 
same moderate pace for all ironing. Two- 
speed ironers give you a choice between a 
slowly revolving roll for very damp and 
thick fabrics, and clothes demanding more 
time to arrange on the roll, and a faster trip 
thru for easy flatwork and delicate fabrics. 


Roll ends cooperate when you use an iron- 
er. One end is always open, so that the part 
of the piece not being ironed can fall free 
and easy and not interfere. This free end also 
gives you the roll edge to work with in shap- 
ing garments not ironed flat. In some ironers 
you can also make limited 
use of the other end be- 
cause the motor head to 
which the roll is attached 
4/5... is either the same width as 
the roll or smaller. 





Heat. Heat is supplied in the metal shoe, 
sometimes by one, more often by two, and in 
one ironer by three heating elements, as- 
suring even heat and exact control thruout 
the length of the shoe. All electric ironers are 
thermostatically controlled, so that you 
may adjust the temperature according to the 
fabric. 


” Controls are well designed to 
Gaon make operation as simple and 
~ as nearly automatic as pos- 
sible. Heat is usually dial- 
controlled. Many ironers pro- 
vide two heat controls, one at 
each end of the shoe, so that 
you can set the entire shoe for 
uniform temperature, or have 
one end cooler, the other hot- 
a ter. Stopping and starting, 
opening and closing the shoe 
and the roll, may be con- 
trolled either by hand controls or by knee 
and foot controls which leave the hands free 
to manipulate the clothes. Many ironers 
offer both. The combination gives you 
greater confidence when you are learning 
to use the ironer, adds to its flexibility any 
time.

Check safety features. While al! ironers are 
thermostatically protected from overheating, 
some carry, besides, a red pilot light to re- 
mind you that the current is on. One model 
has a safety switch which automatically 
shuts off the current when you shut the 
cover. Most models insulate the shoe edge 
to protect fingers from the hot metal. Many 
offer an emergency release which lifts the 
shoe from the roll to spare your clothes from 
scorching if for any reason the current goes 
off and the roll stops when the shoe is hot. 


New convenience features. Brakes hold your 
ironer in position. On one model, the brakes 
automatically go into action when you lift 
the cover. Shoe ends, specially shaped, func- 
tion the same as the rounded or pointed 
toe of the hand iron. On others the shoe tips 
back to a position in which it can be used 
as a trough. Place a dampened towel in it 
for steaming jobs. 


Flat-Plate [roners 


Ironing surface. On most models the pad- 
ded ironing surface is on a slight slant, to 
bring your work into handy position when 
you are seated and to clear it of confusing 
shadows. Flexibly mounted, it has enough 
‘give’? to accommodate uneven bulk. In ad-

The twinkle in her eye at dinner 
tells me she understands my greeting and remem- 
bers this Geranium Vocabulary we learned one 
day in an old bookshop, while turning over the 
pages of an enchanting little volume on the lan- 
guage of flowers. 

[he scented-leaved geraniums are, indeed, 
replete with charm. Not only have their admirers 
endowed many of them with particular meanings, 
but they are gracious in themselves with their 
modified leaf forms and tantalizing variety of 
scents. Emphasizing these, they offer a completely 
different set of temptations from the large-flower- 
ing garden types, altho a few of the scenteds also 
bear handsome flowers. The majority, however, 
while free-flowering, produce but tiny blooms. 


; 
VarIATIONS in this class never cease to astound 
me. Altho they have been familiar so long, I am 
still freshly amazed at the incongruity of touching 
one geranium leaf and smelling lemon and then 
sniffing a bit of foliage from the next and identify- 
ing mint. Among these scenteds the geranium 
hobbyist may well moor his bobbing craft and 
collect and collect and collect until he has one of 
every kind he can purchase or discover along his 
observant way.

De You Have a System? 


Do you have all the cleaning equip- 
ment you'll need—all those brushes, 
stains, cleaning fluids and powders, 
paint removers, pails, soap, tacks, 
and screws? Do you have them 
placed and organized for handiest 
use, fewest steps? Do you have a 
way to tote all you'll need for one 
job or one room? A system is step 
number one for cleaning ease. 


Keeping a complete cleaning equip- 
ment outfit on each floor of your 
home saves time and many steps. 
Three brooms last three times as 
long as one.—E. A. Stowell, Reeds- 
burg, Wisconsin. 


A receiving shelf in a niche at the 
top and bottom approach to a stair- 
way for articles to be carried up or 
down stairs will save steps and pre- 
vent accidents.—Caroline Ring, Tor- 
rance, California. 


Keep on the cleaning shelf cans of 
stain to match the light and dark 
wood furniture in the house. If a 
scratch or chip appears, brush on 
the correct stain, wax as usual, and 
the furniture will keep that un- 
blemished look.—Mrs. Rud Hamsa, 
Scotia, Nebraska.

E collect all the knickknacks, what- 
nots, and dressing-table glassware 
to be washed, and carry them to the 
kitchen on a tray. This not only 
saves time but also prevents spatter- 
ing soapy drops in each room.

To save soap, time, and temper, get 
a soap dish and fasten it to your 
cleaning pail so that the soap will 
always be where you want it when 
you clean.

For brushes and bottles of cleaning

Improve Your Skill 


Ef you’re ready to begin your spring 
house cleaning, better brush up on 
those cleaning skills. There’s a way 
to do each task most efficiently, get 
that last speck of dust in the shortest 
time, make things shine the bright- 
est. Here are some pointers on scrub- 
bing, dusting, painting, and polish- 
ing sent to us by other homemakers 
ready to wage war on winter soot 
and dust. 


After applying wax on my floors, I 
wrap my iron in a heavy woolen 
cloth (discarded bathing suit), sit 
down on the floor and zron it. The 
weight does the trick—no_back- 
breaking rubbing! It’s also very 
effective on large polished table 
tops.—Rosalie H. Lippincott, Aspin- 
wall, Pennsylvania. 


This idea I got from a little old lady 
whose house always looked as tho 
it were freshly washed and ironed. 
In applying furniture polish, she 
used a small paintbrush to get into 
corners, crevices, and other difficult 
places. This method is grand for 
carved pieces.—Mrs. R. H. Sitter, 
Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania. 


E let the power of steam save some of 
my elbow grease in washing a kitch- 
en or bathroom wall. Several tea 
kettles or a bathtub of steaming 
water in a heated, tightly closed 
room will do the trick in a half hour.

Or does he watch you cautiously 
until you’re in a good mood, happy 
and smiling? Perhaps he waits until 


you’re so busy that you'll probably | 


dismiss him with a nod. Or—he 
waits until you’re chatting with a 
guest or neighbor. Then he may 
stress the cost of the trip, so, to the 
the guest, you will appear stingy if 
you refuse. 

Maybe Bill brings his best pal to 
the house, to greet you with a win- 
ning smile and an air of great con- 
fidence. Not long ago, two boys 
stood on the sidewalk, arguing. “‘You 
go in and ask her, Joe. She won’t 
like to say ‘No’ to you. Go on.” 

There is a bigger problem here 
than is casually apparent. The 
practice of getting a friend to do the 
asking is as old as the hills. Probably 
the best reply is that you'll think it 
over. Then don’t wait for Bill to ask 
you again, but later tel] him, “Al- 
ways ask me yourself, Bill, when 
we’re alone and can talk it over. 
Somehow or other, I always feel in- 
clined to tell anyone outside the 
family ‘No,’ when I might very 


likely tell you ‘Yes.’ At any rate, | 


I'd say ‘Yes’ to you more quickly 
than to anyone else.” 


Tuere’s an important kernel of 
wisdom in that statement, fellow 
parents. It gives the child a feeling of 
security that is greatly needed, the 
knowledge that he is more important 
to you than anyone else. Joe may be 
the mayor’s son, and Tom may be 
head of the baseball team, but still 
Bill knows that you think more of 
him. 

And don’t believe any stuffy non- 
sense that the young school child 
doesn’t quickly absorb social dis- 
tinctions. He learns in the first weeks 
at school that social position, un- 
happily enough, is a measuring 
stick. So when you tell Bill that he 
rates absolutely tops in your eyes, it 
does things for him. It puts into 
words what he secretly hopes is his 
status. He’s no Dunninger; he can’t 
read your mind. 

Now, to move back a step: sup- 
pose Bill asks you while you’re talk- 
ing to a guest or neighbor. The 
easiest answer at the moment is, 
“Let’s talk about it later, Bill.

And when the guest is gone 
or the neighbor has returned home, 
bring up the topic yourself.

Planted my new grapes—Caco, 
Portland, Fredonia, and for good 
measure, one of the new Concord 
Seedless. I set them in the ground 
deep enough to cover the main stem, 
then cut the canes back to about 
three or four buds. 


April 21 Put out second planting of 
vegetables, also first planting of 
lettuce. Also put in first planting of 
things neglected earlier when ran 
out of ready space—to wit, Swiss 
chard, kale, New Zealand spinach, 
kohlrabi, and oakleaf lettuce. This 
latter is fine for hot weather. 

Next, began sowing of perennial 
seeds inone of my frames, which had 
mixture of about a third each of 
soil, peat, and fine sand. The im- 
portant thing is to sow thinly and 
not cover seeds too deeply. Finc 
seed, such as foxgloves, I merely 
sprinkle on surface and stir gently 
with finger tips.

If the seedlings come on as ex- 
pected, [ll transplant them into 
rows in a propagating bed by late 
June.

In the old 
seedframe I found some untrans- 
planted columbine seedlings. These 
I dug and set out in a row in the new 
bed. Then looked over perennial 
border beds for volunteer seedlings. 
Such things as coreopsis and clove 
pinks, I dug and reset in the prop- 
agating rows. I also began to dig a 
few clumps of old perennials, and 
set the divisions into the rows. This 
latter will go on for weeks. 


April 23 Our two mother pussies

the dog’s bed in the garage. 


April 24 More rain—and was 
Maggie pleased? At the precise 
moment I usually get outdoors, I 
donned old paint-daubed clothes 
and took up painting another up- 
stairs bedroom—David’s this time.

then can be clipped and arranged anew 
for another week. Here’s the way to make 
the most of a half-dozen Bermuda lilies, 
using a shallow pottery bowl. 


Stanley 











A 4-inech needlepoint holder is used in a 
pale-yellow bowl, 9 inches wide and 12 
inches long. Three lily stems are placed on 
the holder in triangular formation, the high- 
est stem in the basic triangle being 18 inches, 
or 1!% times the bowl’s length. The right- 
hand stalk of the triangle is 16 inches long, 
the left-hand one is 14 inches. 

The next to the highest branch is 15 
inches long and is placed on the holder a 
little to the left of the 18-inch stem. A fifth 
stalk also is placed on the left side, between 
the highest and lowest left-hand branches. 

The sixth stalk, which happens to have 
five flowers, is divided, the stems cut short, 
and two of them placed low in positions des- 
ignated on the chart. The other three are 
placed on the opposite side of the arrange- 
ment for a balanced, all-around effect.

After the full lilies are gone, buds will 
still be opening. Here we’ve used some short- 
stemmed beauties with branches of flowering 
crab or hawthorn. The bowl, 8 by 12!% 
inches, is chartreuse and yellow. 

A curved branch, 18 inches high, is placed 
in the center of the holder, with another 
branch, 22 inches long, placed in front of it 
so that it leans over the right-front corner 
of the bowl. The longest lily stem, 12 inches, 
is placed at the left-front corner of the holder 
and bowl. The next highest lily stem is 
placed at a slant, directly in front of the 
central branch. A third lily, shorter, is 
placed directly behind. 


For a finished arrangement, four more 
lily blooms, each cut a fraction of an inch 
shorter than the preceding one, are placed 
on the needlepoint holder in positions desig - 
nated on the chart. Remaining leafstalk 1s 
cut into sections and massed close to lily 
stems to give them stability and hide the 
holder. A few pebbles are scattered in the 
bowl to add a natural look to the ensemble. 
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EASY! Wrap a tender smoked ham loosely 
in wrapping paper, place fat side up on 
rack in uncovered roaster. Add no 
water. Bake ham in moderate oven 
(325° F.), allowing 3% to 4 hours for 
10- to 12-lb. ham. 


After baking ham, remove paper and 
skin. Score fat surface in squares. Spread 
with 4 tablesp. French’s Mustard. Cover 
surface with 1 cup brown sugar mixed 
with 2 tablesp. flour. Stud squares with 
whole cloves. Bake in moderately hot 
oven of 400° F. 15 minutes or until 
golden brown.

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Frozen 


Frozen Foods. meals, as- 
sembled and packaged, are on their 
way. A suggested dinner, packed in 
a box divided into three compart- 
ments, includes corned-beef hash, 
green peas, and peaches, four serv- 
ings of each. 

If you want to go all out for frozen 
menus, include coffee. The icy con- 
centrate is melted by hot water to 
the strength you like. A package 
contains six sections, and a section 
makes three to five cups of coffee. 
The company claims this coffee is so 
stable it can even be refrozen without 
deterioration. 

If you haven’t tried frozen bread 
and pastries yet, you’ll want to, soon. 
Uncooked rolls and bread must thaw 
and rise before you bake them; pas- 
tries can be put in the oven either 
frozen or thawed. There’s no re- 
heated taste to these. 

Quick-frozen shrimp that have 
been de-veined may mean nothing 
to the gourmet—who always gets 
‘em cleaned, anyway—but they’l] 
mean a lot to the homemaker. For 
her, the pleasure of serving fresh 
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shrimp has always been cut in half 
by its preparation. A semiautomatic 
process in use in a Texas plant makes 
cleaning unnecessary and the shell 
easily removable. In the 
the shells are split, the shrimp 
washed, veined, and _ rewashed. 
Then they’re frozen and glazed and 
distributed to the company’s chain 
stores. It’s a practice we hope will 
grow and grow. 

New freezing processes are spread- 
ing the country’s wealth. Muscadine 
grapes, a juicy delicacy heretofore 
available only in the South because 
they did not ship easily, can now be 


process, 


frozen for shipping. The grapes are 


crushed, sweetened, cooked, and 
frozen. The resulting mixture is 
slightly darker and more highly 


flavored than frozen cherries. but 
said to be suitable for the 
pies, 


Same uses 
tarts, puddings, and other 
desserts. 

A self-service dispensing unit for 
frosted foods makes them easier to 
buy. You push a button and out 
comes the package you want—just 
like playing a juke box. The current 
design of frozen-food automat con- 
tains 20 staple items. 

Che natural invention to follow 
quick-freezing was a defroster. One 
company has even invented a spe- 
cial Whirlwind Oven that thaws and 
cooks a frozen meal in 15 minutes. 
These are expected to have their 
place as home equipment, tho up to 
the present they’ve been busy creat- 
ing a sensation on a few airliners. 
The same company produces par- 
tially precooked frozen mealJs, pack- 
aged as individual servings on lac- 
quered cardboard plates grooved 
into three sections. Typical menus 
are steak, French fries, carrots; meat 
loaf, candied potatoes, 
spinach; breaded-veal cutlet, home- 
fried potatoes, peas

Pre-Packaging. More than eight 
million pounds of fresh fruit and 
vegetables are ruined annually thru 
mishandling by shoppers, a recent 
survey made by supermarkets 
showed. That’s just one of the losses 
that will almost disappear with the 
pre-packaging methods that are 
rapidly making exposed fruit and 
vegetables as old-fashioned as the 
cracker barrel.

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Protects Plants AH Year 


By Emery Howard 


Coldframes are useful all year, 


inexpensive to build. easy to use 


Hanmer, saw, and ruler are the 
only tools needed to build a cold- 
frame. Two hours’ work builds the 
frame, installs the sash, and sets the 
coldframe up as a going business. 
And then you can protect plants 
thruout the year—seedlingsin spring, 
house plants in summer and fall, 
perennials and cuttings in winter. 


Starting tender annuals. Spring 
—March to June—is the busiest time 
for the coldframe. Plan to grow the 
maximum number of seedlings for 
the area. Keep rows close together, 
and move the seedlings to their per- 
manent outdoor homes before they 
crowd or become tall and spindly. 
Beginners usually start their seeds 
weeks too early. Delay seed-sowing 
until 6 weeks before plants can be 
moved safely to the outdoor garden. 

Cabbage, lettuce, and onions, for 
example, may be sown in March 
in northern U. S., planted out in 
April. This allows ample time to use 
the same space in the coldframe for 
starting tomatoes, peppers, egg- 
plants, and other tender vegetables 
—or flowering annuals for color in 
early summer. Dahlia tubers also 
may be started in moist sand in 
April, the sprouts removed when 5 
inches long and rooted in sand as 
cuttings to increase the number of 
plants of a choice variety. 


House plants. Coldframes make 
ideal summer homes for house plants, 
particularly if the pots can be buried 
up to the rim in moist, shredded 
redwood bark. Pots can be placed as 
close together as they were in the 
house. Pest control during the sum- 
mer is much easier than in the house 
because spraying can be _ thoro. 
House plants protected by cold- 
frames while outside for the summer 
aren’t likely to be damaged by sum- 


Simple to build, this wooden 
frame can be made in the base- 
ment shop.

in the spring to their permanent 
location in the garden. 

Practically any perennial may be 
divided safely as late as September 
or October if the divisions are plant- 
ed in a coldframe for protection 
until early spring, when it is time to 
plant them in their permanent home. 


Cuttings. Softwood cuttings of many 
plants—house plant, perennial and 
most shrubs—root readily in the 
coldframe during the summer and 
fall. Hardwood cuttings of shrubs 
and evergreens may be rooted from 
December to April, tho the percent- 
age which root may not be as high. 


Tender perennials. Overwinter the 
perennials of doubtful hardiness as 
guests in your coldframe, moving 
them there after active plant growth 
has been stopped by a killing frost. 
Spring bulbs, particularly tulips, 
daffodils, and crocus, may be flow- 
ered in the coldframe in February if 
planted there in the fall. Alyssum, 
candytuft, and columbine stored in 
pots in the frame until brought into 
the house in January, force readily 
into flower in a sunny window. 


Permanent guests. Plant a few 
Christmas roses, bulbous iris, and 
anemones in the frame as perma- 
nent guests. Flowering will be much 
more certain, and danger of winter 
injury to the plants greatly reduced. 
Alpine plants also benefit from cold- 
frame protection thruout the year. 





This coldframe of permanent 
materials is attached to the 
south wall of the house. Flats 
and pots are placed on the 
layer of sand. Use soil instead 
of sand if you prefer to grow 
the plants directly in the soil

SALVAGED 34- by 34-inch soft- 
wood flooring, often available when 
buildings are razed, can be put to 
good use in construction of a base- 
ment storage cabinet. Here’s how, 
with exact dimensions to be de- 
termined by the space you have 
available. 

If you place the lowest shelf at 
least 18 inches from the floor, you’ll 
avoid later cricks in your back. Be- 
tween shelves, allow a minimum 
spacing of 1014 inches. And keep 
shelves Jess than 18 inches deep; 12 
inches is ideal. 

The door opening should expose 
nearly all of the shelf, with not more 
than 6 or 7 inches on each side en- 
closed by jambs. For ease of han- 
dling, keep the width of the door 
under 30 inches. Wider openings re- 
quire a pair of doors. 

Up to a span of about 36 inches, 
shelves of 34-inch lumber will carry 
a normal load supported only by 
end-brackets. Additional  cross- 
brackets are needed in longer spans 
to support the center of each shelf. 


Ix BUILDING with salvaged floor- 
ing, make allowance for tongues and 
grooves which must be planed off 
square for doors, jambs, and other 
exposed edges. The best framing is 
made of 2 x 3’s, but any lumber at 
least 114 inches thick can be sub- 
stituted. Use 34- by 34-inch lumber 
for shelf brackets. 

First step in building the cabinet 
is to mark wall and floor for the 
frame (C, D, H, and I in the sketch 
above). In marking, don’t trust 
measurements from the wall; drop 
plumb lines from the ceiling instead.

holes in concrete floor and side wall 
to receive plugs for nails. 

As indicated in the sketch, nail 
headplate A to the joists. If the 
ceiling is plastered, joists can be 
located by sounding and exploratory 
drilling with a fine bit. Nail upright 
D in place and fasten floorplates H 
and I to the floor. 

Cut upright C to fit snugly be- 
tween floorplate and _headplate. 
From below, drill two small holes 
thru the end of the headplate and 
slide the upright into place. Toenail 
it to the floorplate. At the top, slip 
nails into drilled holes and drive 
them into the upright. Then nail 
shelf brackets E in place, using a 
hand level to align each one. 


Boarps for end panel F should be 
long enough to lap at least 3 inches 
up the side of joist B. Before fitting 
them together, stand one against 
upright D and mark it for shelf 
brackets. Check the floor with a 
hand level; if it slopes, adjust 
bracket marks so shelves, when in- 
serted later, will be level. 

Match boards of the end panel, 
square the top, and attach shell 
brackets G. Then nail the completed 
end panel in place. Appearance can 
be improved by butting the end 
panel on the floorplate and _toe- 
nailing, using quarter rounds thus:

Appetizers 
Are My Hobby

AppETIzERS are something you 
eat to make you hungry. Personally, 
I'd thoroly enjoy sharing a tray of 
refreshing, appetite-piquing tidbits 
every night before one of my wife’s 
good dinners. They’ve a trick of 
making one ravenous for more sub- 
stantial food and making that food 
tasteeven betterthan you’d expected 
when you sat down at the table.

Plant Tomatoes Now 


By Frank Reichstein 





Tomatoes are high in vitamins, and probably the 
easiest of all vegetables to grow. Every home garden 
should include tomatoes for salads, juice, and canning 


Apri. is the time to plan for your 
1946 crop of earlier, larger, and 
better tomatoes. Seeds should be 
sown indoors 6 weeks before the 
plants can be planted outside safely. 
April 15 is a good date for sowing if 
the last killing frost in your locality 
occurs about May 25. 


Ne hotbed? ‘If your garden lacks 
this equipment for starting early 
plants, ask your florist to plant a 
flat of seeds for you. I prefer to fur- 
nish the seeds; otherwise I’d have to 
be satisfied with what my florist 
calls standard varieties—Earliana 
and Dwarf Stone. These varieties 
may be easy to grow, but the quality 
of their fruit is not the best. I prefer 
Bounty and Bonny Best for the early 
crop; Rutgers, Marglobe, and 
Pritchard for the main crop. 

Not many people grow the yellow 
or orange varieties, apparently be- 
cause of the idea that a tomato 
should be red. But I always grow a 
few yellow-fruited plants to have 
enough of these fruits to enliven the 
color of the summer salad bowls. 

Your florist probably won’t want 
to be bothered with planting less 
than a flat of tomatoes for you. If 
you can’t use that many plants, give 
the extras to your neighbors. 


For earliest tematoes. Here is 
how I get the jump on the neighbors 
and show them really early tomatoes, 
garden fresh at a time they are still 
paying high prices for the green- 
house types on the market: 

I sow the seeds in my electric hot- 
bed on April 1. Late in April I pot 
each seedling in its own small pot. 
By May 25, I move them into 4- 
inch pots or No. 2 tin cans. Then in- 
stead of setting them out at the usual 
tomato-planting time (Decoration 
Day in my location), I keep them 
inside until June 10 to avoid ex- 


posure to the cold weather that often 
occurs early in June. 

Potted plants and those grown in 
cans transplant without the shock of 
losing part of their roots during the 
shift. Sometimes I don’t even bother 
to remove the cans. I merely push 
the plant halfway out of the can, 
leaving the rim sticking out of the 
so‘l to protect the plant from ma- 
rading slugs and cutworms. 


Morning sun only? My experience 
last year seems to indicate that there 
is a good basis for the belief that 
tomatoes produce better if given 
sunshine only until about 2 
o’clock in the afternoon. Last year 
I divided a flat of plants with three 
neighbors. Mine were exposed to 
the sun all day. A neighbor’s re- 
ceived sunshine in the afternoon 
only—trees shaded them all morn- 
ing. Another grew his plants where 
they were in partial shade all day, 
while my third neighbor planted 
his tomatoes where tall poplars shut 
the sun out soon after midday. 

All plants thrived during the 
early part of the summer, but when 
the scorching days of August arrived 
there was a great difference between 
plots. In my sun-all-day plots the 
tomatoes were uniform and of aver- 
age size. Those protected from the 
sun during the day, also those 
shaded during the morning, did not 
produce as many fruits. But my 
neighbor’s plants which had shade 
during the afternoon grew bushels 
of giant fruit. The differences we 
observed were due to the cessation 
of sugar production in the tomato 
leaves soon after midday on hot 
summer days when water was in- 
adequate. Once water is lacking, the 
sunlight is of no further benefit. In- 
stead, it is injurious. The leaves be- 
come so hot that respiration of the 
leaf cells “burns” [ Turn to page 114

A CION IN TIME REPAIRS 


Tree-Bark Damage 


By Joseph E. Howland 


Trees partially stripped of their bark can 


be saved from certain death if helped early 


An APRIL inspection of your trees 
may reveal that hungry rabbits and 
mice have stripped off great patches 
of bark during the winter. Often 
damage is less spectacular—merely a 
band of bark eaten away from the 
trunk. Look sharply at the base of 
every tree. Early April is not too 
late to save plants girdled earlier, 
but the bark connections must be 
restored no later or the roots will 
starve and die. The sugars.made by 
the leaves move only thru the living 
cells of the bark. 

Mice eat at the surface of the 
ground or snow, often fail to gnaw 
bark completely thru to the shiny 
wood below—in which event the 
plant is able to repair the damage 
unaided. But cottontails and jack 
rabbits are villains. They go forth 
boldly, tho only at night, to strip off 
all bark within reach. 

Rabbits and mice prefer apples, 
hawthorns, pears, and flowering 
quinces, but often eat the bark of 
peaches, plums, and_ evergreens. 
Roses and shrubs also offer tempt- 
ing eating. 


Cions needed. When bark isstripped 
off, bridge grafting is necessary. 
Experienced gardeners cut cions— 
twigs of new growth, lead-pencil 
thick and 6 to 18 inches long—during 
the late fall (Dec. BH&G, page 96). 
These are wrapped in heavy paper 
and buried 2 feet deep on the north 
side of a building to keep them moist 
and cool. Grafting is done after the 
buds on the tree have started to 
swell, but success in the operation 
depends upon having the cions dor- 
mant—hence cions must be cut 
early, stored cool. 


Not too late. There is still time to 
cut cions—unless the buds have 
started to swell. Don’t delay another 
day if you do not have a reserve of 
cions on hand. Nurseries sometimes 
can provide a few cions from dor- 
mant plants in their storage rooms, 
but these are necessarily expensive 
because their removal] ruins the 
sales value of the plant. Occasion- 
ally a young tree starts to grow so 
much later in the spring than older 
trees that you are able to cut cions 
from it as late as May 1, but don’t 
depend upon this. 


When to repair. Replacement of 
the plant is often the more econom- 
ical solution. Trees less than 4 years 
old seldom are worth repairing. But 
chances for successful recovery with- 
out serious reduction in life of the 
tree decrease rapidly with increasing 
age of the tree. Don’t waste time 
making extensive repairs on old

trees unless they are extremely val- 
uable. Peaches, plums, and dog- 
wood have such thin bark that 
bridge grafting is rarely successful. 
Shrubs, roses, and evergreens are 
best repaired by removing the dam- 
aged branches, as is also best for 
small branches on trees. 


Inspect trees today. Cut back to 
clean, live bark and cover the entire 
wound with grafting wax or high- 
quality shellac to prevent further 
drying of cells. In May, when buds 
begin to swell, bark will ‘“‘slip” 
enough so that you can push a cion 
under it to bridge over the wound. 


Other bark injuries. Careless use 
of tillage tools, sprayers, and lawn 
mowers frequently causes injuries 
which escape detection until the 
plants are inspected carefully the 
next spring. Carelessness during 
winter pruning may result in loosen- 
ing large patches of bark. 

Severe winter weather may cause 
tree trunks to split lengthwise. Some 
trees are particularly likely to have 
large areas of bark die thru “‘sun 
scalding”’ when winter temperatures 
fluctuate rapidly on sunny days. 

Dead bark should be removed and 
the wound bridge-grafted. Bark loose 
but still alive should be tacked down.

WHEN NEW 


Shrubs ann Trees 
Arrive 


By Clifford Rhodes 


Success with new plants depends 
upon the care you give during those 
important hours following delivery 
at your door. In theory, you can 
plant immediately, but often this is 
impossible — rains, darkness, or 
muddy soil effectively postpone 
many planting days. 

Nurserymen know how to dig and 
pack the plants to allow safe travel 
over thousands of miles. Your job is 
to prevent damage once they arrive. 


RULE 1: All plants should be kept 
cool—35 to 40 degrees—until they 
can be planted. But don’t allow 
them to freeze. If plants should be 
frozen when they arrive, prevent 
further injury by leaving them alone 
until they thaw. Many plants sur- 
vive a freezing if allowed to thaw out 
slowly at 40 to 45 degrees without 
being handled. Ice crystals—needle 
sharp—slash and rip delicate plant 
cells if you insist on handling frozen 
plants. 


RULE 2: Thoroly wet the dampened 
moss used as packing material 
around the roots. If the moss is dry, 
put the entire package into a tub of 
water—deep enough to cover the 
roots completely. Allow the plants 
to remain in the water 2 or 3 hours. 
Most plants aren’t injured if left 
overnight, but the 3-hour maximum 
is safer. 





If plants have been in transit more 
than 3 days, soak them in water for 
2 to 3 hours before planting them 


RULE 3: Plant as soon as possible; 
transplanting is plant surgery, so 
give the patient a chance to live. 
Evergreens are normally moved only 
“balled and burlapped”—they are 
the delicate patients who must 
carry their own bed with them dur- 
ing transplanting. Above all, avoid 
drafts—winds dry the tops of the 
plants. 


RULE 4: When immediate planting 
is impossible, the plants should be 
“heeled in.” Dig a trench in well- 
drained soil in a shaded location 
away from winds. Spread the roots 
out and refill the trench with gar- 
den soil. Plants can remain heeled 
in for several weeks, but avoid any 
unnecessary delays. Consider heel- 
ing in as replacing the emergency 
care given in the accident room of 
the hospital.

Spread 
the roots out in a natural position. 
Add the soil slowly, gently pushing it 
around the roots to be certain that 
there will be intimate contact between 
soil and roots.

Ordinary Life: 
When It's Best 


By Ray Giles 


Wauen held many years, ordinary 
life insurance is the cheapest you 
can buy. It even becomes cheaper 
than term insurance. And, late in 
life, the net cost may actually be- 
come less than nothing a year! 

To illustrate let’s take the $10,000 
ordinary life policy acquired the 
other day by Bert A., who’s 31. The 
annual premium in the particular 
mutual company Bert chose is 
$234.90. (In another mutual com- 
pany it might be a trifle more or less.) 

Assuming he leaves his dividends 
with the company, he continues to 
pay that sum every year he keeps 
his policy going. But that won’t 
represent the true net cost at all. For 
there’s a growing cash value to reck- 
on with. 

In the tenth year this will be 
$1,240. 

In the twentieth year, it’s $2,850. 

By the thirtieth year it rises to 
$4,700. 

On the fortieth anniversary it 
will be $6,490. 


AssuMING present dividend 
rates continue, and adding divi- 
dends to the cash value guaranteed 
in the policy, Bert finds that the net 
cost of his insurance gets smaller 
every birthday. 

For instance, in the tenth year 
the cash value increases $160 and 
there’s a dividend of $56.70. Add 
them up and you get $216.70. Sub- 
tract that from the premium charge 
—$234.90—and the actual net cost 
for that year is only $18.20. This re- 
duction goes progressively on. 

In the twentieth year the increase 
in cash value added to the annual 
dividend totals $241.30. In other 
words, the year’s increase in value 
is $6.40 more than the premium. 
Thus the policy is more than paying 
its way. 


Tue rewards of persistence have 
often been extolled, but nowhere do 
they shine more brightly than for 
the policyholder who clings to his 
ordinary life insurance. 

As we say, Bert A’s cash value, in 
his sixty-first year, is almost half as 
large as the face value of his policy. 
If Bert should live to celebrate his 
ninety-sixth birthday the insurance 
company will offer him $10,000 
in cold cash, because, at that age, 
the ordinary life policy becomes 
payable in full to the owner.

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April Garden Guide

when the rush of planting and cultivating comes. And 
yet, we should not be too impatient and cause damage 
to the plants or soil. Cultivating before the ground is 
dry enough may result in poor soil condition for the 
rest of the year. Rolling lawns while the soil is too wet 
packs soil and prevents good grass growth. Many 
seeds germinate poorly or not at all in wet, cold soil. 
But here are the jobs that can be done in April. 

Uncover almost all perennial and rose beds this 
month. Remove the mounds of soil from the rose 
canes. New growth will be pushing thru and tender 
shoots may be broken when you try to remove it later. 
If the mulch is left too long on the perennial beds, 
growth of the shoots of the early perennials will be 
soft and too long. 
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Feed fruit trees early to promote vigor, health, and 
high yield. Cover the entire area under the branches 














Soil preparation. April is usually an excellent plant- QS 
ing month for shrubs, evergreens, and perennials. But 
I cannot overemphasize the importance of doing this 
right. Topsoil as a synonym for good planting soil 
should not be taken too literally. 

Soil doesn’t have to be black to be rich, and not all 
black soil is good. Black color in soil usually denotes 
the presence of humus or organic matter. However, 
in large cities it may mean the presence of soot and 
coal dust. Black, mucky soil with a high silt content 
is also poor for gardens. A sandy loam is most de- 
sirable, a loose, clay loam rates next. 

If you discover that subsoil from the basement was 
used as filling material to grade your lot, spend your 
time this year in getting the soil into better condition 
for growing a good lawn and healthy shrubs, even 
if this means delaying the planting until next year. 
Subsoil is usually yellow or blue, and if it’s a clay, the 
texture is often so pasty that it is almost impossible 
to grow anything in it satisfactorily. 

If only heavy soils are available, they can be im- 
proved by working into the top 6 inches of soil a 2- 
inch layer of sand, peatmoss, compost, or rotted ma- 
nure. Add a complete plant food to the soil—4 pounds 
per 100 square feet of soil. When adding plant food 
to the individual holes at planting time, mix it thoroly 
with the loose soil taken from the hole. Never put it 
directly against the roots. One handful for small 
shrubs and two for large ones is plenty. 

To save labor and time, plan the planting for the 
entire grounds and prepare the soil for all the plant- 
ings at once. Before the finished grading is done, dig 
the holes for the trees that are to come later and refill 
with good topsoil. Then at planting time you won’t 
have to change the soil and disturb the established 
lawn. 
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In planting trees and shrubs, pulverize soil lumps 
thoroly before filling in around the roots. Using 
chunks prevents intimate contact of roots and soil 

















Remove carefully the mulch which protected the 
hybrid tea roses during the winter. Avoid damage to 
the rose canes by using a blunt stick to push the soil — 
out from the bases of the canes. Refill the trench 
between rows; remove excess soil for use in the com- 
post or to use in leveling low places in the garden

Unless you want striking effect 
don’t use highly colored foliage near 
the house. Blue spruce, red maple, 
and variegated-leaved dogwood are 
most satisfactory when located at 
such a distance their color blends 
into the surrounding green foliage. 


Raspberries and peaches. April 
is a good time to trim raspberries 
and peaches. Remove the old fruit- 
ing wood of raspberries and black- 
berries. Nip new growth back about 
one-fourth. 


Vine eare. Prune flowering vines to 
renew the shoots. Tender vines such 
as fleecevine and _ large-flowered 
clematis should be pruned after the 
new buds start to swell. Prune out all 
dead and weak wood. If the fleece- 
vine has grown a long way from the 
root, cut back one or more canes to 
within 3 inches of the ground to 
encourage renewal growth. Clem- 
atis seldom needs renewing—getting 
the deadwood out allows new shoots 
ample freedom to grow. The more 
stems clematis has, the better. This 
is especially desirable for the large- 
flowered types. If stem blight at- 
tacks a cane, you can cut it out and 
still have plenty of stems left. 


Wisterias. These are vines which 
seldom are improved by feeding. 
They are likely to respond to plant 
food by producing leaves rather than 
flowers, so feed it with caution. Use 
only materials low in: nitrogen. Of 
the many treatments recommended 
for wisteria vines which fail to 
bloom, I think the best is to twist 
the stems together. As the canes 
grow they will tend to choke each 
other, and the resistance of. the 
downward flow of sap seems to en- 
courage buds to set. When selecting 
new plants keep in mind that grafted 
hybrids are much more likely to 
bloom than are seedling plants. 

Don’t plant vigorous vines such 
as honeysuckle and fleecevine near 
tall shrubs or low trees. The vines 
will climb out over the trees or 
shrubs and smother the tops. It is 
best to plant vines near a fence, 
porch, or trellis where they can be 
kept in hand. 


If frosts are late. Keep paste- 
board cartons on hand to cover the 
tender new shoots of regal lily, 
bleedingheart, and  delphinium 
should a sudden late freeze occur. 
You can lessen frost injury by wash- 
ing the frost off with a spray of water 
from the hose before the sun shines 
on the plants. Be sure, however, that 
air temperature is above freezing or 
the water will freeze on the plants 
and cause still more damage. 

When cleaning off perennial beds 
it is important to burn the old tops 
of all plants which may be diseased. 
Leaves of peonies, delphinium, 
hollyhocks, and lilies are so likely to 
carry infection that these leaves 
should always be destroyed by 


burning.

pyrethrums, liatris, coralbells, col- 
umbines, coneflowers, platycodons, 
and redhot-pokers. 

If your border gets too wide by 
the time you’ve included all the 
plants and colors you’d like, run a 
line of steppingstones lengthwise 
down its middle. If it meanders a 
little, so much the better. The stones 
will mulch the plant roots near 
them, and from them you can reach 
to stake, prune, and cultivate easily. 





Replant for immediate effect. 
Single fans of replanted iris give a 
disappointing effect. Replant in- 
stead in circles or figure 8’s with fat 
storage roots turned in and green 
fans of leaves to outside. Set an 
extra-strong branching root in cen- 
ter: Phlox should also be reset in 
sizable clumps. A preponderance of 
light colors in a clump produces a 
better landscape effect than evenly 
balanced dark and light clumps will 





Set bulbs back of good foliage. 
The yellowing foliage of early bulbs 
is easiest screened by bold plants— 
forget-me-not anchusa and the sev- 
eral varieties of plantainlilies. The 
spreading bunches of meadowrues 
make good close neighbors of early 
bulbs, gladiolus clumps, and lilies. 
Dictamnus and the plain and spot- 
ted-leaf lungworts are excellent, too 





Space for full size. When spacing 
permanent plants, be certain you 
allow room for their mature spread. 
Space peonies at least 4 feet from 
center to center, 5 feet is better. 
Allow lilacs 7 feet each unless they’re 
grown as a hedge. Stakes, you'll find, 
are much easier shifted than plants

To lay out new curves: Use a 
garden hose for this. Follow along 
hose with sharp spade to cut sod. A 
shallow curve near the street end of 
border gives an opportunity for a 
deeper swell farther back without 
giving the appearance of a series of 
wiggles which short curves often do 





Protect fragile tops. Lilies and 
other summer-flowering bulbs, mer- 
tensias, platycodons, Oriental pop- 
pies, clematis and others with tops 
that appear late or are extra-brittle, 
should have a tripod of plant stakes 
crossed above them early for safety. 
Burlap sacking laid over the tripods 
in late autumn protects Oriental 
poppies and Madonna lilies from 
damage both by rabbits and winter 
heaving. In spring, remove stakes 
before plants press up against them 





Use water plentifully. When the 
plants are in new holes, fill in half 
way about root ball with fine soil, 
then to top with water. Jostle plant 
gently as the water sinks away. 
This helps carry soil into every 
small crevice about the feeding roots. 
Water all transplanted shrubs, trees, 
and perennials weekly until re- 
established.

Cut door uprights long enough to 
reach from floor to within 14 inch of 
the top of the headplate. Match up- 
rights and fasten with two cleats, set 
in about the same relative position 
as ordinary door hinges. In fitting 
the diagonal crossbrace, be sure it 
rests on the lower hinge. 

Fit each shelf board separately— 
boards should butt against uprights 
at the wall end, and between up- 
rights they should butt against the 
wall. Nail shelves to brackets at both 
ends. 

With shelves in place, cut boards 
for the hinge-side jamb to reach 
from the floor to the top edge of the 
headplate and nail them in place. 

Next, fasten the pointed stems of 
two T-hinges to the door, using 
screws long enough to enter cleats. 
Stand door in place and put thin 
strips of wood under it, raising the 
top to within 1/16 inch of the top 
edge of the headplate. Drive two 
screws into each cross of the T- 
hinges and swing the door experi- 
mentally. If floor is level and joists 
above uniform, it should swing clear. 
If it binds, unhinge it and trim. 
When it swings freely, substitute 
flathead stove bolts for screws hold- 
ing hinges to the jamb; screws are 
not adequate for fastening hinges to 
34-inch stock. 


Nat lock-jamb boards in place, 
allowing about 3/32 inch clearance 
between jamb and closed door. 
Door jambs should be about 34 
inch from the front edge of the 
shelves so the door can be closed 
without notching shelves for cleats 
and brace. To stiffen jambs, insert 
blocks between jambs and shelves 
and nail in place, thus: 





Continue lock jamb to the joint 
with the end panel. A quarter round 
can be used to improve appearance, 
thus: 


For cabinets lined with shelves, a 
cupboard turn operated from the 
outside will suffice as a lock.

unusually large amounts of plant 
sugar. 

I’m not suggesting that you plant 
trees just to get proper shading for 
your tomatoes, but here are two 
ideas for temporary shades. Plant a 
row of tall-growing sunflowers west 
of the tomatoes, or if you plan to 
stake your tomatoes, spread a shade 
made of a heavy, durable paper over 
the entire plot each afternoon. I'll 
admit that the second method in- 
volves too much work to please me. 


Water generously. Tomatoes can 
use enormous amounts of water, tho 
the soil must not be kept soggy. But 
don’t waste water in sprinkling the 
plants. Be generous—punch holes in 
the bottom of a tin can and sink 
the can within 6 inches of plant. 
Then each night during hot weather 
in July and August fill the can with 
water. 


Stocky seedlings best. The ad- 
vice that only stocky seedlings 
should be used has been repeated so 
much that tomato growers turn up 
a collective nose at the mere sight 
of 4-F plants. Crowding in the flats 
is the major cause of spindly plants. 

Two years ago I had to buy my 
tomato plants. All the good plants 
were sold—nothing available except 
badly limping seedlings. 

I pulled off the excess foliage and 
set the plants so that just the top 
leaves showed above the ground. 
Later in the summer when the heat 


shriveled all except the hardiest of 


the gardens, these tomatoes of mine 
thrived. They blossomed all sum- 
mer and produced a bumper crop 
of fruit while my neighbors were 
watching flowers fall from their 
plants and their tomatoes become 
afflicted with a dry rot due to lack 
of moisture. My plants were so 
deeply rooted that they managed to 
get enough water unaided. 


To stake or not. Staking is nec- 
essary if you use the spacesaving 24- 
inch rows, but if you have plenty 
of room plant tomatoes in rows 48 
inches apart and forget about stak- 
ing. Staked plants should always be 
mulched because they do not shade 
the soil; plants allowed to sprawl 
naturally need to be mulched to 
keep the fruits clean. I use a 2-inch 
layer of lawn clippings for the mulch. 


To prune or not. I do both. Most 
plants aren’t pruned, but each year 
I train a few plants to a single stem 
so that I’ll have a few huge fruits 
for slicing. Guests are always amazed 
at the size of the slices—but I pay 
heavily for these! My extravagance 


in pruning reduces the number of 


fruits drastically.

If these are the geraniums which 
most attract you, you may find that 
your next-door neighbor has among 
window plants some rare kind 
handed down by slips for several 
generations. 


As THE taste for things Victorian 
returns and spreads, as we find new 
pleasure in rosewood Lady chairs, 
center tables, and Aubusson carpets, 
everyone who ever visited a garden- 
minded grandmother seems now to 
recall sweet-leaved geraniums with a 
pleasant nostalgia. It isn’t just the 
sprig of Lemon geranium floating in 
a finger bowl or the Rose leaf firmly 
set at the base of each glass of apple 
jelly that we remember, but also the 
mantel jars of fragrant potpourri 
where ‘“‘a wizardry of charms, 
aromas sweet, in tender strife and 
conflict meet.” 

Today these appealing, scented- 
leaved geraniums, once 250 strong, 
may be collected in more than 75 
varieties and within 6 fairly-well- 
defined classifications of Rose, Lem- 
on, Fruit, Mint, Spice, and Pungent. 
The odor of the slightly bruised or 
fingered leaf must usually give the 
clue to the variety altho when the 
sunshine is strong and the day hot, 
the volatile oil may be automatically 
released to enliven the air with sharp 
herbal scents. More often, unless the 
foliage is touched, it yields no scent 
so if you would identify unknowns 
you must touch each one and then 
wash your hands between each of 
the touchings. 


E VEN then your nose won’t always 
know. A plant may emit one per- 
fume from a lightly bruised leaf, 
another from a crushed one. Weath- 
er and time of day have an effect, 
too, and also the inherent strength 
of perfume in different specimens of 
the same plant and at different 
stages of growth. In fact, scent of 
geranium leaves isn’t a subject for 
logical argument at all, only a cause 
of delight. 

The ROSE-SCENTED kinds 
never really disappeared. At this 
time more than 25 kinds are grown. 
The leaves of this group are, for the 
most part, broader than Jong and 
vary in the cutting of the foliage 
from the finest, ferny filictfolium and 
threadlike denticulatum to the large, 
scalloped capitatum. The true Rose 
geranium, if one dare extract it 
from a mass of nomenclature, is 
probably Pelargonium graveolens, its 
name meaning “heavily scented” 
and the quality of its fragrance un- 
mistakably rose. The variety Attar 
of Roses, tho alluringly labeled, 
actually has little scent. But if on 
one plant you would have quality 
of flower, interesting leaf form, and 
intriguing fragrance as well, do dis- 
cover among these the variety, Red- 
flowered Rose, its flower more cerise 
than scarlet. The silvery-gray Lady 
Plymouth and white-streaked Snow- 
flake offer attractive foliage varia- 
tion as,well as fragrance.

as perky as fresh parsley while the 
plants themselves resemble minia- 
ture, upright yew trees. 

P. crispum minor is the finger-bowl 
geranium. P. limoneum, sometimes 
called citronella-scented with its 
scarcely fragrant variety, Lady 
Mary, Rober’s Lemon Rose, P. citri- 
odorum, Prince of Orange and P. 
melissimum, known as Lemon Balm, 
are interesting ones in this class. 

The FRUIT-SCENTED gerani- 
ums offer an unbelievably wide 
variety of more or less definitely 
distinguishable leaf odors. Orange, 
lime, strawberry, apricot, and apple, 
are but a few of them.

Culture and Use of the 
Sceented-Leaved Geraniums 


Good drainage in pot or garden 
is essential, with a soil mixture some- 
what lighter than that of large- 
flowering zonals. Three parts loam, 
one part coarse sand, and one part 
leafmold or one-half part leafmold 
and one-half part peatmoss is a mix- 
ture which has given éxcellent results. 
Roots are better slightly potbound 
notonly to promote compact growth, 
butalso to conserve space so that there 
will always be room for that indis- 
pensable one more variety every lover 
of geraniums is forever discovering.

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In their South African home these 
scented-leaved plants grow into 
handsome treelike shrubs of year- 
round beauty. Some reach 10 feet, 
others form dwarf and spreading 
shrubs. To keep them in bounds, par- 
ticularly if they are part of a collec- 
tion, pot culture is better than bed- 
ding, with renewal of the soil as far 
as possible taking the place of shifts 
to larger quarters. : 


Mature plants, according to 
variety, flower freely from March 
until October and then indoors 
sporadically according to the degree 
of sunshine the season affords. 
Whenever roots are confined, 
however, special attention must be 
given to watering. In clay pots 
evaporation is very rapid. If these 
are set in jardinieres or if glazed pots 
are used, less water is needed. In 
any case soil should dry out, tho only 
a little, between each thoro soaking, 
and water should never be allowed 
to collect in saucer or jardiniere. 
This neglect will promptly kill. 
Utilizing half-height, roofing-nail 
kegs for tubs, Virginia Wilson Van- 
divert, a New Jersey hobbyist, often 
places Rose geraniums at each side 
of her kitchen entrance, “‘handy for 
butcher, baker and milkman who 
snip off leaves all summer long.” 
In mid-October these tubs are car- 
ried to a cool light cellar where the 
plants sojourn healthfully until time 
to put them back in spring and 
move them, when warm weather 
comes again, back to the kitchen door. 


Besrpes enjoying them in rock 
gardens and window boxes, she sug- 
gests half a dozen other possibilities 
for such kegs or regulation tubs, the 
kind fuchsias or hydrangeas some- 
times occupy. For instance, Mrs. 
Vandivert sometimes places three 
plants of tomentosum to a tub, or four 
of graveolens type. Or she plants a 
single Giant Oak in the center with 
small plants of Beauty near the edge. 
Sometimes a large graveolens is sur- 
rounded by smaller plants of Pros- 
trate Oak, or Lady Mary is bor- 
dered by apple-scented odoratissimum; 
or Mrs. Taylor grows regally in 
the midst of the nutmeg /fragrans. 

Dorcas Brigham at Village Hill in 
Massachusetts, fills ancient black 
kettles supported on tripods with 
luxuriant plants of Prostrate Oak 
and P, tomentosum. One of these 
stands at the top of a little flight of 
stone steps which leads to the Scented 
Geranium Terrace. 

This entire triangular area with 
its southeastern exposure measures 
only about 10 by 30 feet, but here 
are displayed some 75 varieties of 
scenteds at their most-interesting, 
Eastern best.

of the dried foliage in winter. Who, 
indeed, is not refreshed by a whiff 
of potpourri made from geranium 
leaves? This is the way it is made: 

On a dry morning, before the sun 
is high and after several days of dry 
weather, pick leaves of the heaviest 
scented of your graveolens varieties. 
Add a quantity of ldimoneum and 
crispum, a very small amount of 
tomentosum or any Mint-scented vari- 
ety, with a few leaves from other 
ple asing geraniums. 

Spread these out thinly to dry on 
pieces of cardboard, newspapers, or 
on window screens covered with 
tissue paper. A warm, dry, well- 
ventilated room is best, and a place 
out of sunshine. Shake the leaves 
daily to turn them so that they will 
dry evenly. Usually in a week they 
are ready for your potpourri jars. 


SELECT next some fixative agent. 
This will absorb the oils and scents 
and so preserve them. Orris root, 
one ounce to one quart of petals, 
may be used, or you can substitute 
calamus gum, benzoin, or storax. 

Of course, you will want to use an 
attractive container. Glass pears or 
apples with pressed flowers pasted 
on the inside of the glass are modern 
substitutes for old ginger jars. 

Place the dried petals with the 
proper amount of fixative in any one 
of these and then add a blend of 
spices according to your choice, at 
the rate of one tablespoonful for 
each quart of leaves. Cloves, cin- 
namon, allspice, mace, and pow- 
dered nutmeg may all be blended 
to your purpose. Fill jars only two- 
thirds full to permit stirring. 


SHAKE up the materials well to 
combine petals, fixative, and spices. 
Then cover tightly and let stand to 
mellow for six weeks. During this 
time, tilt the crock every few days 
or remove the lid long enough to 
stir the contents. After that it will be 
time to enjoy. You will find then, 
every time you uncover your jar of 
potpourri, that a pungent spicy 
smell, predominately geranium, will 
pervade the room, reminding you 
of your sunny summer garden. 

It helps to know the type of growth 
of each kind and the distinctive 
qualities each offers.

Waxxs can’t tug at your sleeve 
to remind you that the lawn grasses 
have spread into walk territory. 
Yes, lawns which are trimmed regu- 
larly with a lawn mower need to 
have the lawn barber finish the job 
by edging along the walks. And 
edging isn’t a hard job if done regu- 
larly with a sharp cutter of proper 
design. Once a month is about right 
for most lawns. 


Paved Walks. Cut the grass sharp- 
ly at edge of paving. The newer 
roller types of edgers are ideal— 
simply place the roller on the edge 
of paving material, then walk along, 
pushing edger in front of you as you 
go. The sharp, thin knife cuts the 
turf cleanly and leaves no unsightly 
gully between lawn and walk to 
catch weed seeds or sprain an ankle 
by ensnaring a high heel. Merely 
sweep up the trimmings in best 
barber fashion, and the job is done. 

Lacking a roller cutter, use a 
standard sod cutter. Be sure to hold 
the cutter parallel to the walk and 
touching the pavement—or you will 
gouge slivers and chunks from the 
turf, giving a ragged appearance to 
the edging job. 


Grass Paths. When the path is turf 
and borders a flower or shrub plant- 
ing, neatness requires a sharp and 
straight line of separation. Unless 
your turf is unusually firm and the 
soil easily cut, don’t try to use a 
roller cutter. Instead, depend on a 
standard. sod cutter or a shovel- 
bladed lawn edger to do the job best.

Thus, what each shopper buys is 
fresh, unhandled, and in much bet- 
ter shape than if exposed. Because 
part of the cleaning has been done, 
there’s less garbage to dispose of. 
Prepackaging will also save the 
consumer money. In the past he’s 
paid for the various losses. Loss thru 
spoilage alone is reduced by 30 to 
100 percent after the end of five days, 
depending on the type of vegetable. 





Meat will come in for its share of 
pre-packaging. Ground beef in a 
new Cellophane pack is yours by 
the yard. Each *burger is heat- 
sealed between two strips of Cello- 
phane, and a continuous chain of 
‘burgers is folded like a fan. All you 
and the butcher do is yank open a 
strip and cut off the number of 
patties you want. The rest keep well 
in their untouched wraps. 


Canned Conceoetions. A can is the 
last place you would have thought 
to look for some of these things. 
Pumpernickel bread, for instance.

A little more 
than a pound of it, sliced sheet-thin, 
keeps in a tin until just the moment 
you want it. 

Canned whole meals, until re- 
cently the Army’s private protégé, 
will stock civilian shelves.

And New Anhydratien. You're 
right, it’s a water-removing, drying 
process; but it’s not the same thing 
as dehydration.

Anhydrous vegetables retain their 
original color, shape, and flavor 
tho dry and smaller. Addition of 
water restores moisture and size. 
They go from package to table jn 
10 minutes. 

Anhydrous foods store well, Won't 
spoil, occupy a minimum of space, 
They'll save you trips to market, 
keep an ever-normal cupboard for 
you. 


Flying Food. Tests may prove that 
it’s practical to ship garden produce 
by plane and have it on the market 
48 hours after picking. Right now 
it’s being considered as a way of 
satisfying Northern and Eastern 
cravings for sun-ripened tropical 
and semitropical fruits—things like 
figs and Natal plums. Air shipping 
would also mean fresh strawberries, 
melons, asparagus, and so forth, 
out of season. Cost goes up, but a 
test in five big cities indicated that 
homemakers would pay a premium 
for air-shipped produce because they 
liked the idea of serving trec- or 
vine-ripened food on their tables 
just a few hours after it was picked. 


It Can Happen Here. In an clec- 
tronic oven, freshly baked and 
wrapped bread spends five seconds, 
loses its natural tendencies to mold, 
but nothing else. The national chain 
stores who have made this discovery 
in their laboratories say that killing 
mold spores electronically this way 
will save at least 150,000,000 pounds 
of bread each year (you figure it in 
dollars). Usually bread begins to 
mold 24 hours after it is baked; and, 
while not visible to the human eye, 
the mold often gives the bread a 
musty, sour taste. 

In poultry circles, the experts are 
clucking over some good eggs. A 
line of chickens has been bred by 
the U. S. Department of Agriculture 
to lay eggs that maintain good table 
quality for a period of two weeks at 
a temperature of 100°. The depart- 
ment scientists have developed an- 
other type chicken which lays eggs 
with whites thicker than _ usual, 
superior for poaching. A third line is 
bred to produce eggs tough shelled 
to stand the rigors of shipping. 

Even if you don’t happen to be- 
long to the group which believes the 
chicken came before the egg, you'll 
be interested in the new processes 
for treating eggs, too. One company 
is roasting them, a treatment which 
is said to give the eggs a nutty flavor. 
The eggs require no refrigeration 
and are expected to have wide use 
for egg salads, stuffed eggs, chopped 
egg sandwiches, and in_ school 
lunches, at picnics, and camps (but 
no fun to throw at ham actors). 
Another process is called thermo- 
stabilization, in which the eggs are 
dipped for a few minutes into heat- 
controlled water. The thin film thus 
built up inside the porous shell is 
said to prevent deterioration over 
about an eight-weeks’ period of 
time. The Army made some use of 
the process, but it’s still in the ex- 
perimental stage.

of furniture more recently acquired. 
If you can’t wait to start, the direc- 
tions given below may be enough. Or 
send for special designs and direc- 
tion sheets, including stencil transfer 
patterns for the chairs and tinware 
here illustrated and many others as 
well. Instructions for ordering are 
given below. 


#1 Starts You. Essentially, the gild- 
ed pattern is a matter of rubbing 
gold or other metallic powder onto 
a varnished surface that is not quite 
dry. Littke more than a dollar’s 
investment will start you: a small 
jar of heat-and-water-resistant spar 
varnish, a half yard of architect’s 
linen for the stencils, a small pack- 
age or bottle of a mellow shade ot 
gold metallic powder, sufficient to 
do many pieces. All materials may 
be found at most artists’ supply 
shops and some paint stores. 

Other needs will be somewhere 

around the house: sharp manicure 
scissors to cut the stencils; dry- 
cleaning fluid and a soft lintless 
cloth with which to clean them; a bit 
of old chamois with which to apply 
the gold, and a small piece of silk vel- 
vet. On this you place your gold, not 
more than a quarter teaspoonful, in 
a tiny pile. When not in use, the 
velvet is folded once across down 
the center, then rolled and tied, so 
you waste not a particle of gold. Pat- 
terns stenciled in gold alone are 
authentic and beautiful. If, as you 
progress, you add other colors: 
other shades of gold, silver, bronze, 
or even flame or green, use a longer 
piece of velvet, place each color pile 
down the center, fold, and roll as 
above. The color will never get 
mixed. 
Where Designs? Perhaps the origi- 
nal pattern is still clear enough so 
you can duplicate it by tracing with 
clear transfer paper. If not, designs

\ SVILLE TEXTILES, INC, LOUISVILLE 
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typical of the 1800 to 1850 period 
may be found in many libraries. Or 
you may copy motifs from some 
piece you admire, The patterns you 
are invited to send for here are all 
authentic and easy to stencil. 

When you transfer them, apply 
to the unglazed side of the archi- 
tect’s linen. The secret of depth and 
perspective is in applying one motif 
at a time. So trace or transfer each 
section of each pattern separately, 
spacing at 4-inch intervals. This 
leaves a wide margin when they are 
cut apart, which serves as a protec- 
tive apron to prevent smudging. Cut 
stencils with accurate, smooth edges 
for clean patterns. Stencils should 
be numbered for future reference, 
carefully cleaned after each use, and 
laid away between layers of waxed 
paper. 

If your chair or tray needs re- 
finishing, you can make the paint 
job authentic, too. Clean thoroly 
with paint remover. Then wash sur- 
face off with turpentine, and prime 
with Venetian red, following with 
two coats of flat black. Trays you 
can have sprayed in a single finish 
color at some auto paint shop. Before 
decorating, reduce the gloss by rub- 
bing lightly with powdered pumice 
and water. 

Now for the varnish. Excellent 
procedure is to test first, by painting 
shelf paper black, varnishing it, and 
doing a practice motif. Warm a lit- 
tle varnish in a small container, set 
in a pan of water to avoid fire risk. 
A smooth finish is secured by rub- 
bing it on with the hand as if mas- 
saging. Turpentine will clean your 
hands. Let it dry until it doesn’t ad- 
here to your fingers, but is still 
slightly sticky. This will take two or 
three hours depending on the hu- 
midity. If the varnish becomes so 
dry the powder will not adhere, let 
it dry for 24 hours, then revarnish 
and start over. 


To Steneil. When varnishing your 
chair or tray, cover only as much 
surface as you can decorate at a 
time. Place the center motif of your 
pattern first; the slightly sticky var- 
nish will hold it. Wrap the chamois 
smoothly about the tip of your first 
finger, pick up a bit of gold with it, 
and you’re ready to stencil. A little 
gold is better than too much. Rub 
it lightly into the stencil opening, 
working always toward the center. 
Then add the outer parts of the pat- 
tern one by one, carefully working 
in or picking up loose powder flakes 
before lifting each stencil to keep the 
pattern clean-cut. 

The striping on chair rungs and 
tray borders is usually done free 
hand with a quill striping brush 144 
inches long and artist’s colors in 
tubes: chrome yellow, light or 
medium; yellow ochre; possibly raw 
umber; allin Japan drier and thinned 
with varnish. The brush edge must 
be thinned with scissor tips so it 
looks like a rat tail when flowed 
thru the paint. To make the stripe, 
drag the brush toward you. , 

When the piece is decorated and 
has dried several days, give it two 
or three allover coats of the same 
varnish, again applying it thin and 
smooth, and drying each coat well. 
Several days later a gentle rubbing 
with powdered pumice and crude 
oil will reduce the varnish glaze to 
the soft, time-polished appearance 
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with your 
own eyes...

ers a ventilated form like a screen, 
which provides support but permits 
quick escape of steam and moisture 
to speed and improve ironing re- 
sults. On at least one model excess 
moisture collects in a glass cup which 
you can remove and empty as 
needed. The shoe, or “‘iron,” is a 
flat plate of heated metal. As on the 
rotary ironer, heat dials enable you 
to adjust the heat of the shoe to the 
fabric. At the touch of a lever the 
shoe closes down over the ironing 
surface. When it is closed, and only 
then, an automatic switch starts the 
motor which supplies the hydraulic 
pressure necessary for a slick, pro- 
fessional finish. Another touch and 
the pressure is released, the shoe 
lifts. For safety’s sake, the pressure 
is automatically released the minute 
any power failure occurs. Note the 
angle at which the shoe approaches 
the padded surface. In most models 
that angle is adjusted to avoid 
wrinkling the clothes and to send 
rising steam away from you.

heaviest tourist season in its history. 
The National Parks, for example, 
tho hampered by shortages in per- 
sonnel and materials for needed re- 
pairs and new construction, hope to 
open the 1946 season in June on a 
full-schedule, prewar basis. Such 
privately owned resorts as Sun Val- 
ley, Idaho, used during the war as a 
rehabilitation center, may not be 
able to welcome the public again 
until next winter. But elsewhere 
over the country every playground, 
resort, hotel, restaurant and road- 
side filling station is preparing in 
some way to make your vacation 
trip not only possible but pleasant. 


Where can you stay? Accommo- 
dations will not always be back to 
normal. The duration of the present 
crowded hotel situation, especially 
near and in large cities or areas of 
military activity, is unpredictable. 
Pressure has already eased consid- 
erably in sections where army camps 
or navy bases have been deactivated. 
Many resort hotels, with peak au- 
tumn and winter seasons behind 
them, are busy on expansions. But 
hotel men everywhere urge that you 
cooperate by making early reserva- 
tions. 

Cabin accommodations will be 
available in most resort areas to 
those who reserve them in advance. 
Camps near metropolitan centers 
with housing shortages may be re- 
fusing transients. Last year, 75 per- 
cent of all motor-court space in the 
country was rented to people dis- 
placed from their homes by the war. 
And tho some new cabins will be 
ready this summer, the vast, long- 
range building program will not yet 
be under way. 

Restaurant managers, on the 
other hand, are optimistic. Since the 
two groups mainly responsible for 
crowded restaurants in recent years 
—servicemen and war-plant work- 
ers—will have returned in large 
numbers to their own homes, public 
eating places are preparing to feed 
this summer’s tourist hordes with 
confidence. 


How can you get there? 


Automobile. As before the war, the 
automobile will continue to carry 
an overwhelming percentage of va- 
cationists. Even after four years of 
war, according to the Chicago 
Motor Club, there are still approxi- 
mately 24 million cars on the road, 
all set to go places even if they must 
do it on recaps. And while federal 
and state road-building programs 
are still in the offing, and some roads 
are worn by four years of use with- 
out repair, most of our main traffic 
arteries, being essential to wartime 
maneuvers, have been kept in good 
condition. Those who wish to ven- 
ture south of the United States, for 
instance, will find 762 miles of good 
pavement between Laredo, Texas, 
and Mexico City. In addition, post- 
war plusses like the car-ferry serv- 
ice planned to bridge Key West, 
Cuba, and the Yucatan Peninsula 
may go into limited action this sum- 
mer “bridging” Florida and the 
exotic lands of the Caribbean.

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Bus. Completely confident that they 
will be able to handle all pleasure 
travel this summer are the bus com- 
panies. One reason for optimism is 
the fact that most intercity lines are 
anticipating a 25-percent decrease 
in the number of passengers to be 
carried this year. Many wartime 
riders have resumed the use of their 
automobiles, while traffic to and 
from military camps has declined 
steadily. 

In addition, there is the possibility 
that new and improved postwar 
busses may be ready to go into serv- 
ice this summer. If they are, bus 
companies may be in a position to 
handle up to 25 percent more pas- 
sengers than before the war. New 
bus terminals already are under con- 
struction in anticipation. Some in 
such widely separated spots as Pen- 
sacola, Florida; Billings, Montana; 
and Brainerd, Minnesota, are al- 
ready open. 

Bus lines are making elaborate 
plans to promote their services. One 
will provide more than 200 all-ex- 
pense and package tours to all points 
of scenic and historic interest in this 
country, as well as to certain loca- 
tions in Canada and Mexico. Most 
typical, perhaps, are the less-than-a- 
week tours of the Great Lakes re- 
gion, Smoky Mountains, Montreal, 
and Quebec. Express service, utiliz- 
ing specially designed, lounge-type 
busses, will be established on many 
runs of less than 200 miles. Fewer 
stops will permit shorter running 
time. Altho seats will be reserved, 
no extra fare will be charged. For 
longer runs, “limited service,” a 
prewar innovation, will be added to 
many schedules. Stops will be made 
only for meals and operating re- 
quirements. Conditions permitting, 
many of these new services may be 
in effect this summer. 


Train. Just how comfortably civil- 
ians will travel by train this summer 
depends largely on the speed of the 
military-separation program. Since 
Navy veterans are landing at West 
Coast ports only, the burden on 
eastern railroads and north-south 
lines already has slackened. But 
transcontinental travel will be heavy 
thru late spring and possibly thru 
the summer. Pleasure seekers plan- 
ning to travel by train will conse- 
quently find themselves in competi- 
tion not only with the Military, but 
with other pleasure seekers. Reser- 
tions won’t always be available for 
the type of accommodation or the 
specific train requested. 

On the other side of the picture, 
meanwhile, is the possibility that 
the postwar plans all railroads have 
under way for increased capacity 
and new services will be at least 
partially under way. It is antici- 
pated, for example, that by June, 
train passenger-car construction will 
be at the rate of 175 a month, three 
times the prewar rate. At that rate, 
some new equipment should be 
available this summer. A new fast 
service between Chicago and San 
Francisco, similar to that already 
operated by the Northwestern- 
Union Pacific- Southern Pacific 
route, is scheduled to start this sum- 
mer with the inauguration of the 
California Zephyr, to be operated 
jointly by the Burlington, Rio 
Grande, and Western Pacific. Six

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liners have been ordered, and will 
feature the ‘‘Vista Dome,” a glass- 
topped, elevated interior that gives 
a view in all directions. Sometime 
this summer, also, the Illinois Cen- 
tral expects to put a new de luxe 
coach streamliner into daily opera- 
tion between Chicago and New 
Orleans. The Pennsylvania Rail- 
road plans to have in service a fleet 
of 50 new, streamlined, multicyl- 
inder, steam passenger locomotives 
and 10 new Diesel-electric passen- 
ger locomotives. Twenty-two new 
lightweight passenger coaches are 
planned for the New York-Florida 
service in conjunction with the Sea- 
board and Atlantic Coast Line rail- 
roads. The New York Central Sys- 
tem has orders pending for 300 new 
passenger coaches and dining cars, 
also new Pullman cars, and expects 
a substantial amount of this equip- 
ment to be in service this summer. 
Most railroads have programs of 
all-expense tours developed, ready 
for promotion when adequate equip- 
ment is available. But at this date it 
is not probable that prewar excur- 
sion rates will be in effect. There just 
won’t be sufficient surplus capacity 
available to handle the additional 
passengers such rates might attract. 


Plane. In general, airlines will be 
better able to accommodate the 
pleasure traveler by summer than 
ever before. The number of people 
eager to fly, however, has also in- 
creased. Recent reductions in fares 
have brought the cost of air travel 
down to the lowest prices in history. 
The war has made people feel at 
home in the air as never before. 
Ticket offices consequently are 
jammed, and advance bookings are 
heavy. TWA’s New York City 
ticket office is finding a staff of 20 
inadequate to take care of would-be 
customers. Pan-American Airways, 
which increased its daily flights to 
the Caribbean to handle the winter- 
resort rush, now reports heavy book- 
ings for both the east and west 
coasts of South America. Chicago 
and Southern Air Lines, connecting 
with the New Orleans gateway to 
Latin America, also is experiencing 
a heavy demand for reservations, 
and Braniff Airways, Inc., which 
connects with Aerovias_ Braniff, 
S.A., to Mexico and beyond, re- 
ports travel requests at an all-time 
high. Written requests for European 
reservations, filed on a first-come- 
first-served basis against the day 
when foreign service becomes avail- 
able, are already piling up. As a 
result, for air as for other types of 
travel this summer, early reserva- 
tions are a must. 

All airlines are adding new equip- 
ment as fast as possible. Continental 
Air Lines will have its entire fleet 
made up of 21-passenger Douglas 
airliners for the summer season. 
United Airlines expects to start re- 
ceiving delivery in June on 50 four- 
engine Douglas DC-6 planes, which 
will carry 52 passengers or more, 
plus cargo, at a cruising speed of 
300 miles an hour. Transcontinen- 
tal and Western Air by this summer 
will have in service a fleet of more 
than 100 airplanes, including 36

giant four-engine Constellations and 
8 DC-4’s to augment the 63 DC-3’s 
and 5 modernized four-engine Strat- 
oliners already in use. 

There probably will be a few air 
package-tours to playgroundsaround 
the country. At present, at least two 
lines propose such 10- or 14-day 
trips. They will include, for one 
price, not only air fares but any 
other transportation (such as bus 
fare from the Denver air terminal 
to the mountains) and hotel or lodge 
accommodations. 


Ship. Travelers dreaming of long 
ocean voyages will have to be pa- 
tient. Steamship service on the Great 
Lakes, the Mississippi, Ohio, and St. 
Lawrence, should be going full tilt, 
and coastal shipping also may be 
restored, but America’s ocean-going 
ships, stripped and entirely refitted 
for war service, must be re-equipped 
and reconditioned, which may take 
from six months to a year for the 
larger ships. The United States 
Liries’ trans-Atlantic liners—Man- 
hattan, Washington, and America— 
have been purchased by the govern- 
ment and won’t be returned, but 
the company has three ships sched- 
uled to be ready this spring. They 
will carry about 300 passengers each. 

Many cruise ships which formerly 
took passengers to the Caribbean 
and South America were sunk by 
enemy action or pressed into war- 
time service. Companies are rushing 
completion of new ships to accom- 
modate the waiting lists that have 
grown, because the usual half dozen 
or so rooms on freighters can never 
take care of the demand. Moore- 
McCormack Lines, Inc., have some 
accommodations for passengers to 
the east coast of South America. 
Three new ships of the Delta Lines 
are scheduled to be in service soon 
between New Orleans and the east 
coast of South America. Stream- 
lined versions of the old President 
ships, they’ll carry 112 passengers. 

Grace Line cruises out of New 
York for the west coast of South 
America should start before Easter, 
especially if delivery is made as ex- 
pected on nine newly designed 
$3,500,000 ships, which will be 
combination cargo and passenger 
vessels accommodating 52 persons. 
Weekly service (twice as many 
sailings as before the war) will be 
offered to the Panama Canal and 
down to Chile. The New York and 
Cuba Mail S. S. Line is reconvert- 
ing some of its old vessels and may 
have them in service soon on its New 
York-Havana-Veracruz run. The 
two 85-passenger ships of the Fur- 
ness Bermuda Line have been taxed 
ever since passport restrictions were 
lifted last fall, and other ships will 
be added. 

According to a poll taken by the 
Shipbuilders? Council of America, 
there will be a tremendous volume 
of postwar steamer travel. Of those 
polled, 65 percent had specific spots 
they wanted to visit; the rest said 
they didn’t care where they went, 
just so they were going!

J UST how soon it will be easy to 
get help again depends largely on 
conditions governed by national or 
even world economics. There will 
always be a few girls who will vol- 
untarily recognize that both their 
tastes and their skills prescribe 
homemaking as their career, even 
if the home belongs to someone else. 
There will always be ambitious 
schoolgirls glad to exchange an 
evening in your home for needed 
pocket money. And of the many 
thousands who gave up jobs in the 
homes of the nation for jobs in the 
nation’s wartime industries, some 
thousands are already being forced 
to choose between your job and no 
job, and once again are haunting 
the agencies and answering your ad 
in the paper. How can you speed 
their home-coming and make it a 
happier event for you both? 


You can, for one thing, help 
Mary salvage as many of her war- 
time gains as possible. The fabulous 
wages of wartime are not necessarily 
one of them. Unless allover eco- 
nomic conditions fail her now, it is 
true, you may have to pay Mary 
more than you ever paid her before. 
But her demands will be modest in 
comparison to her wartime earn- 
ings, and comparable to those of 
other workers. 

Mary’s wartime gain in prestige, 
however, is another matter. It is 
essential to do everything in your 
power to offset her feeling that she 
is losing it by returning to your 
kitchen.

This program ‘has a good 
chance of spreading. Other pro- 
grams, like that of Flanner House, 
the famous Negro community proj- 
ect in Indianapolis, offer like oppor- 
tunities. If one is available in your 
locality, take the job you are trying 
to fill to the placement office usually 
provided by such schools. You_ will 
benefit by Mary’s training. And you 
will benefit Mary by demonstrating 
your willingness to conform to the 
standards the school has set to prove 
to their trainees that education is 
worth the trouble. 


To MEET these standards you may 
have to revaluate completely the job 
you are offering. Are you hiring 
Mary to manage your home, or will 
you yourself hold the reins? If she 
is to manage, make sure she is 
capable of doing so, and paid ac- 
cordingly. If you are manager, be a 
good one. Apply for Mary’s benefit 
the same short cuts you found help- 
ful when you had no Mary. She will 
learn respect for her duties by ob- 
serving the respect with which you 
organize and carry out yours. And 
above all, don’t expect things of 
Mary that should be your respon- 
sibility. You will be building her 
pride in her job if you demand of 
her only those accomplishments 
which you know she can do well. 
Make it clear from the outset that 
your relationship is not woman to

woman, but employer to employee. 
Mary resents an intimate relation- 
ship which obligates her to buffer 
your emotional upsets, and em- 
powers you to be overly concerned 
in her personal life. She’d much 
rather know from the start that 
you’re boss, she’s worker. Only so 
can she be confident that sincere 
effort will be rewarded. 


Finatty. avoid misunderstand- 
ing by having all the details of your 
relationship clearly defined at the 
outset. If your negotiations are with 
a training school, a reputable agency, 
or any organization which is as 
interested in benefiting Mary as in 
pleasing you, this measure will 
automatically be part of the hiring 
process anyway. It may be more 
often so in the future. One possi- 
bility is a new type of employment 
agency, which will hire household 
workers by the week or month, send 
them to your home according to 
their skills and on an hourly basis, 
with all conditions set forth clearly 
and officially in an agreement be- 
tween you and the agency. 


Meanwuie, you can do much 
in this direction on your own. When 
you decide how much the new sitter 
is to be paid an hour, specify also 
how much she can expect for 15 
minutes over the hour. Who pays 
her carfare? Will she have suitable 
escort home? 

The Chicago Household Em- 
ployers’ League isoutstandingamong 
similar groups instituted during the 
war. Working thru the Chicago 
Y.W.C.A., which ‘has had for over 
15 years a special committee study- 
ing the problems of girls like Mary, 
it has had ample opportunity to in- 
vestigate firsthand both the home- 
maker’s and Mary’s points of view, 
and to bring them together in a form 
in which not only their own mem- 
bers but other homemakers as well 
can put them to use. A member of 
the Chicago group signifies her good 
intentions by signing this pledge 
when she files with the League a job- 
opening in her home: 


“ec 

As A member of the Household 
Employers’ League, I agree to keep 
within the framework of the stand- 
ards established by the League, and 
of the job description I have given. 

**T understand that I am employ- 
ing a worker on the basis of a 54- 
hour week, with time and a half to 
be paid for additional hours be- 
tween 54 and 60. The worker is to 
be completely free to pursue her 
own interests outside of those hours, 
provided she does not inconvenience 
the general routine of the family. 

**T will supply a comfortably fur- 
nished room, a diet adequate in 
quantity and quality, and adequate 
use of the bath. 

**T will allow all-day vacation on 
four national holidays each year 
by advance arrangement, and after 
each full year of service will allow 
one week of vacation with pay. 

“I agree that a worker should be 
evaluated at least annually, and her

Sucu a schedule may not guar- 
antee you against the common hard- 
ships sometimes experienced in the 
mistress-maid relationship. But it 
should, conscientiously applied, ac- 
complish a big first step in the right 
direction. It will indicate to Mary 
that her job in your home, like the 
jobs of her friends in offices, fac- 
tories, and stores, or her own job in 
the war plant, is a business propo- 
sition, in which she can hope to en- 
joy the prestige, protection, and 
prospects other workers take for 
granted, and in return for which she 
must fulfill her own obligations.
